TICS. 


The reports of the several pipe lines 
for the month of December completes 
the statistics of production, deliveries 
and stocks for the year 1897, and gives 
a fair indication of the petroleum busi- 
ness, although the sections producing 
petroleum from which no reports are 
made are steadily growing in impor- 
tance. The completed statistics show a 
small decrease in production during the 
month of December, as compared with 
that of the month preceding, and the 
total for the year was nearly two and 
one-half million barrels less than the 

















average yield, although probably at no 
time up to that of some of the heaviest 
months of the preceding year when the 
price of certain cuts of meat was so 
low, and the demand for them so small 
that the proportion of carcasses going 
to the rendering tanks was far beyond 
the average of any year. However this 
may have been, it is clear that the pro- 
duction of lard was so large that the 
reduction in the stocks must be accept- 
ed as indicating a largely increased 
consumption both here and in Europe. 

The course of prices has been more 
steadily in the direction of improve- 
ment than during the two previous 
years, and a comparison with the val- 
ues of competing fats is interesting. It 
is notable that neither tallow nor cotton 
oil has sympathized as closely with 
lard during the past year as they did 
in 1896, when a closer relation existed 
between all three of these commodi-

THE POSITION OF QUICKSILVER. 

The quicksilver market appears to be 
in a stronger position to-day than it 
was a year ago, and the price is about 
two and a half cents higher. This im- 
provement is due to a decrease in the 
American production during 1897, by 
reason of a “petering out” of several 
of the mines, and to accidents in others. 
The amount produced in California in 
1897 was about 25,100 flasks, against 30,- 
765 flasks in 1896. On the other hand, 





the consumption has increased, new 
uses having been found for it, more 
particularly in connection with the 
manufacture of chemicais by elec- 
trolysis. These uses more than coun- 


terbalance the decrvase in the demand 
for the extractio f silver. The quan- 
tity exported has been below the aver- 
age, by reason of the unwillingness of 
the American producers to meet the 
low prices quoted at times by foreign 
producers, The inquiry from China and 
other large users is said to have been 
fully up to the average. The situation 
in Europe is said to be as strong as it 
is here. Works are reported to be re- 
duced and prices relatively firm. 

The Russian production is increasing, 
but none is exported, home consump- 
tion absorbing the entire output. 

The status of the industry remains 
the same as it has for several years, 
the American production being in the 
hands of an agency, while the Roths- 
childs dictate the price of the Spanish 
in the London market, virtually mak- 
ing the price for the world, inasmuch 
as this market usually follows any 
change that occurs in London, although 





it is generally relatively lower than that 
market. An effort was made to have 
the duty raised in the present tariff, 
but it was allowed to remain at seven 
cents per pound.

COUNTERFEITING LABELS AND 
TRADE MARKS NO CRIME. 


The value of proprietary rights has 
been rendered very uncertain by the re- 
cent futile efforts of two manufactur- 
ing concerns to secure the conviction, 
on a criminal charge, of the counter- 
feiters of their labels, packages and 
trade marks, in two important States. 
One instance, reported in these columns 
weeks ago, showed that in 
Georgia this form of counterfeiting was 
not regarded as a crime, and another 
case, 'the particulars of which are given 
elsewhere in this issue, records a simi- 
lar decision in Illinois. It appears, 
however, that in the latter State, 
which would seem to be more jealous 
of State rights than might have been 
expected of a commonwealth where the 
doctrine had been so emphatically re- 
pudiated as it has there, that the reg- 
istration of a trade mark or label with- 
in the State is a condition precedent to 
a possible criminal prosecution of coun- 
terfeiters. Failing in such registration, 
the owner of a label trade mark 
whose rights have been thus infringed, 
has no redress except in a civil suit. 
There is a possibility that the offending 
parties may be reached criminally in a 
suit for obtaining money under false 
pretenses, and in the Illinois case re- 
ported this week this would seem to be 
a more likely possibility, because it has 
been shown that the guaranty of qual- 
ity on the counterfeit label was not 
borne out by the contents of the pack- 
age. But this indirect method of reach- 
ing the culprits should not be neces- 
sary. The counterfeiting of a label or 
other distinguishing mark is as serious 
an offense as forgery, and is only sec- 
ond, in the dangers to which it exposes 
a community, to the counterfeiting of 
money. Its toleration as anything 
short of crime is a perpetual menace to 
the property rights of every manufac- 
turer and every vendor of merchandise

under a private brand or label. 

The Reporter has persistently 
tended again special trade mark laws 
which seemed simply to complicate the 
existing situation, even though they 
were national, but in view of the want 
of uniformity of the statutes in differ- 
ent States, affecting this form of prop- 
erty, and the inadequacy of the protec- 
tion afforded in most of them, it would 
seem that a national law, with a strong 
penal clause, is a most desirable meas- 
ure. The ever-recurring question of the 
constitutionality of such a law is an 
obstacle to its enactment, but, as our 
Washington correspondence this week 
shows, one has been prepared by Repre- 
sentative Corliss of Michigan, which, it 
is believed, would stand. We are not 
clear to the penal sections of the 
proposed bill, but unless they provide 
for the criminal prosecution of counter- 
feiters, the act will add little of value 
to the existing statutes, and the bill 
should be modified to this extent before 
its enactment. 

The irresponsible character of most of 


con-

the offenders in this class of cases 
precludes the possibility of adequate 
punishment, except in criminal suits. 


Both local habitation and name are so 
easily changed by them that the eva- 
sion of an injunction becomes a simple 
and by no means hazardous process, 
while the recovery of damages by the 
aggrieved owner of an infringed trade 
mark is altogether out of the question. 
But there is a class of aiders and abet- 
tors of these crimes whose financial re- 
sponsibility in many cases makes them 
susceptible of punishment in suits for 
damages. These are the artisans who 
contribute toward the counterfeit by 
printing the wrappers and labels, en- 
graving the plates frequently necessary 
to the perfect imitation of the originals, 
and especially bottle makers who sup- 
ply bottles from counterfeit molds, or 
from the original molds intrusted to 
them by the rightful owners. It would 
seem scarcely possible that a reputable 
firm of bottle makers could be induced 
to sell ware from private molds to per- 
sons known to be unauthorized to pur- 





chase it, and yet just this has happened 
in two instances that have lately come 
to our notice. Highway robbery is a 
genteel profession in contrast with this 
abuse of a trust. A bottle maker might 
be able to prove his innocence of having 
knowingly contributed to a crime, if 
he were to execute orders from coun- 
terfeit molds furnished or ordered 
by a customer, in the right- 
ful owner of the original were un- 
known to him and he had there- 
fore no reason to suspect the bo- 
gus character of the order which he 
filled. But the cases to which we refer 
are different. The original molds had 
been intrusted to the glass house by 
their rightful owner, and his orders had 
been filled therefrom, and yet quota- 
tions were furnished and orders filled 
for parties whose identity was not con- 
cealed, and who furnished no authority 
from the known owner of the private 
mold. In all cases where goods are 
put up in bottles bearing a name or 
trade mark, the exact duplication of 
this package is essential to a successful 
counterfeit, and if the instigating crim- 
inal could be prevented from obtaining 
such bottles, many of the dangerous 
imitations would be prevented. A few 
successful damage suits against offend- 
ing glass blowers, and the unpleasant 
notoriety they would obtain, would 
have a wholesome effect upon this dis- 
reputable business. At the same time 
a national trade mark law, to be alto- 
gether effective, should include this 
class of offenders as criminals in its 
penal provisions.

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THE SITUATION IN BORAX. 


The advance in the rate of duty on 
borax in the act of 1897, from 2 cents 
per pound to 5 cents, has caused a rise 
in the price here from 5% cents in car- 
loads, which was the market quotation 
when ‘the tariff became operative, to 
6% cents, which is a more or less nom- 
inal figure, some sales having been 
made at 6% cents. The advance has 
been gradual, and, judging from the 
conditions which exist and are patent 
to close observers, the end is not yet. 
It is evidently the determination of re- 
finers to raise the price by slow and 
easy stages until they shall reap the 
full increase of benefit which the new 
act gives them. It would not have 
been good policy to advance the price 
3 cents per pound as soon as the tariff 
bill became a law, as it might have 
aroused the ire of consumers of borax, 
hence it was planned to take a little 
time to accomplish the desired end. 
Natural conditions helped in some 
measure to raise values, the yellow 
fever epidemic having detained supplies 
at New Orleans and Galveston which 
were destined for this market. Due ad- 
vantage was speedily taken of these 
delays to add a few fractions of a cent 
to the price, which to-day is 1% cents 
higher than it was six months ago. It 
may continue to rise until the extra 3 
cents in duty has been added to it, 
which would make the asking figure 8% 
cents. Just preceding the passage of 
the Wilson Bill, in August, 1894, car- 
load lots were quoted at 8 cents, which 
was slightly below the cost of importa- 
tion. 

It is possible, after all, that domestic 
competition may again be a factor, as 
it has been at times within the past 
few years, to prevent refiners from ob- 
taining the full ‘benefits of the tariff. 
The field in this country is within nar- 
row limits. There is the refined made 
from domestic borate of lime, and that 
from foreign borate.

The figures above also include borate 
of soda, and it is well to remember that 
the bulk of that imported during the 
past six months of 1897 arrived before 
July 24, the date when the tariff act 
took effect. Several lots, however, of 


Colmanite, or domestic borate came in 
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after that date, but no duty was as- 
sessed, as their American identity was 
proven. Under the act of 1890 borate 
paid 3 cents per pound duty. The duty 
was reduced to 1% cents in the act of 
1894, which accounts for the increased 
importations in 1895 and 1896, the pros- 
pective increase in the duty in the act 
of 1897 being largely responsible for the 
excessive importation in 1897. The new 
duty is 3 cents when it contains less 
than 386 per cent. of anhydrous bora- 
cic acid, and 4 cents if more than 36 per 
cent is present.

The company will continue to 
be the sole distributors of vanillin, 
made by the Crown Manufacturing Co. 
of Philadelphia. 

Mr. W. P. Ungerer has issued a cir- 
cular letter to the trade calling attem 
tion to his Port of Messina brand of 
oil of lemon. Thi®is an oil of the first 
quality. Incidentally he pictures the 
situation here, speaking of the large 
stocks of trash in the market, which 
are being offered at low prices, and 
warning buyers against them. 

The firm of Gilpin, Langdon & Co., 
Baltimore, was dissolved by the death 
of Bernard Gilpin. The surviving part- 
ners, Henry B. Gilpin and Thomas P. 
Langdon and Charles F. Husted, have 
formed a new corporationship under 
the old firm name, the interest of 
Bernard Gilpin having been purchased 
from the estate by H. B. Gilpin. 


The Chas. Moser Co. have made a de- 
parture from the conventional calendar 
sent out at this season of the year and 
instead send a photograph of what they 
facetiously call “alligator bait,’’ being 
a very life-like and cute likeness of 
nine pickaninnies posing in various 
postures and varying expressions in 
“the altogether.”” It is a decided hit. 


The first whale to appear off the Long 
Island coast this winter was sighted off 
Amagansett last week. It was appar- 
ently about fifty feet in length, and 
was spouting water to a considerable 
height. Several crews, including ‘the 
men of the Amagansett Life Saving 
Station, set out in pursuit. The whale 
was harpooned, but succeeded in escap- 
ing. 

Appraiser Wakeman has estimated 
that the total rejections of tea at this 
port, under the law providing that tea 
falling below certain standards shall 
not be admitted to this country, but 
shall be either exported or destroyed, 
had amounted to 1,300,000 pounds in the 
period from May 1, when the law went 
into effect, to Dec. 31. Perhaps here is 
an opportunity for our caffeine maker. 


The Master House Painters’ and Dec- 
orators’ Association of Pennsylvania 
opened their eleventh annual session 
at Pittsburg last Tuesday. Mayor Ford 
delivered an address of welcome and R. 
Cc. Miller, president of the association, 
responded ‘to the address. About 60 
delegates were in attendance. An ex- 
cursion to the works of the Sterling 
White Lead Works and Chambers Glass 
Works was much enjoyed. 


Dr. R. V. Mattison is still confined to 
the house by the fracture of the jaw- 
bone which he sustained while inspect- 
ing the buildings of the Qualey Chem- 
ical Company, at Norristown, Pa., last 
month. He is, however, making favor- 
able progress, and it is pleasant to know 
that his oratorical powers will not be 
permanently marred by tthe accident, 
even though just at present he finds it 
desirable to “give his jaw a rest.” 


The Japanese Government is endeav- 
oring to decrease the consumption of 
opium in Formosa by securing control 
of the preparation and sale of the 
drug. An immense laboratory has been 
fitted up and experts engaged to prop- 
erly prepare it. When complete control 
of the drug is obtained, its sale will be 
restricted by issuing licenses only to 
those addicted to its use, the object 
being to free the next generation from 
the opium habit. The Hakkas, the 
strongest and healthiest of all Chinese 
in the island, do not use the drug. 
Great disorder would result from abso- 
lute prohibition of the drug, and smug- 
gling would take place. 


Conrad F. Rau, Sr., founder of the 
varnish house of Felton, Rau & Sibley, 
Philadelphia, died Jan. 5, at his 
home in that city, aged eighty-three 
years. He was born at Wurtemburg in 
1815, and at twenty came to this coun- 
try, where he learned the paint and oil 
business. Fourteen years later he 
joined with Mesrs. Felton and Sibley in 
founding the house which bears their 
name. He retired from business in 1892, 

It is reported that J. R. Burnham 
and F. B. Jaggar will build a new lin- 
seed-oil mill at Burlington, Iowa. They 
built in 1856 the first flaxseed-crushing 
plant on the Mississippi, and sold out 
to the National Linseed Oil Company 
some years ago. The mills of the lattes 
company, at Burlington, have not been 
operated for some months, and are re- 
ported as being dismantled. A number 
of citizens of the city are interested in 
the projected plant. 

The Peruvian Republic has decreed 
that “‘so long as national gold money is 
coined, the custom-house duties will be 
paid in pounds sterling of metal coin, 
at the rate of £1 ($4.86 in United States 
currency) for each 10 soles, as estab- 
lished in the tariff. They may be paid 
in silver Peruvian coin, with an addi- 
tional tax equivalent to the deprecia- 
tion which, in the exchange market, 
the 10 soles should have relatively to 
the pound sterling.”’ 


The Board of Directors of the Penn 
Plate Glass Company met at Irwin, Pa., 
last Tuesday, W. L. Kann, Emanuel 
Wertheimer, S. J. Mack, M. M. Kann 
and Julius Dreyfus being present. The 
report of the business for 1897 was 
quite satisfactory. A dividend of 10 
per cent. was declared and a satisfac- 
tory amount placed to the surplus ac- 
count. It is the intention of the com- 
pany the coming year to considerably 
increase its operations. 

Smith’s Green Mountain Renovator 
has been purchased by Farrand S. 
Stranahan, representing a syndicate of 
St. Albans business men. A stock com- 
pany will be formed at once, and the 
manufacture of the medicine begun on 
a large scale in St. Albans. Mr. E. D. 
Farrar has accepted the offer of man- 
ager of this company, and has resigned 
his position with the Wells & Richard- 
son company, With whom he has been 
for the past eight years. 

The marriage of Miss Lilias Juanita 
Grace and George Edward Kent was 
celebrated last week at the bedside of 
the bride’s father, William R. Grace. 
Mr. Grace was operated on recently to 
relieve him of a lameness from which 
he was sugering. He is now conva- 
lescent, but his family decided that no 
risks should be run. Consequently 
Miss Grace and Mr. Kent were married 
in his bedroom, on the second floor of 
his residence in this city. 

Articles of incorporation of the Amer- 
ican Fisheries Company were filed in 
Trenton, N. J., on the 8th. The capital 
is $10,000,000, of which $2,000,000 is in 
preferred stock. The incorporators are 
J. F. Kehoe of Newark, N. J., and R. 
S. White and C. F. Leggett of New 
York. Only a part of the board of di- 
rectors has thus far been chosen, ‘but 
the names of the officers have been re- 
fused for publication, the directors pre- 
ferring to proceed secretly. 

Mr. Ambrose R. Park of Cincinnati 
was in town last week to attend the 
trial of a suit brought by the John D. 
Park & Sons Co., against the Iron 
Malt Chemical Co., for non-fulfillment 
of agreement to create a demand for 
goods bought by the plaintiff on con- 
dition that defendaxt’s salesman should 
effect a sale of the same to the retail 
trade. But a small portion of the pur- 
chase was sold, and on the suit plain- 
tiff got a verdict for $466.95. 

“Genuine Shensi rhubarb,” says the 
German Consul at Shanghai, “has 
hardly been seen in the market for sev- 
eral years. The cultivation of the 
plant, and especially the work of cur- 
ing and drying the root, are very irk- 
some and little remunerative, and fre- 
quent disturbances in the producing 
districts have also helped to bring the 
industry into decay. Moreover, it ap- 
pears that the consumption of rhubarb 
generally has fallen off within the past 
few years.” 

Mr. P. C. Magnus has become inter- 
ested in the Frank Hill Company, one 
of the concerns growing out of the dis- 
solution of the firm of McKenzie Bros. 
& Hill, with which he was formerly 
connected, and has taken charge of the 
sales department of the company. He 
has for some months past been con- 
nected with Fries Bros., but resigned 
his position with that house on the Ist 
inst., to enter upon his new connection, 
in which his friends throughout the 
country will wish him success, 











Within the past month the old bleach- 
ing powder plant at the works of Brun- 
ner, Mond & Co., Northwich, has been 
stopped, owing to the continued depres- 
sion in the Cheshire chemical industry. 
A number of men have been thrown 
out of employment. Short time is also 
being worked in many departments. 
The trade with the United States con- 
tinues most unsatisfactory. The Brit- 
ish chemical industry is probably feel- 
ing the effects of tariff more than any 
other trade, and Middlewich is suffer- 
ing acutely. 


In a note appended to Baron’s paper 
on artificial degras, the author states 
that on salting out the sodium soaps of 
true moellon, and decomposing them 
with hydrochloric acid, a black, ‘brittle, 
resin-like body called degragene is pro- 
duced, which contains nitrogen, and is 
soluble in alcohol and ether, but insol- 
uble in petroleum spirit. Artificial de- 
gras also yields a similar compound an- 
alogous to leucine, but it is accom- 
panied by a large proportion of another 
substance of like appearance, which is 
free from nitrogen. 


The German ship, C. H. Watjen, 
Capt. Kobbe, 1,762 net tons, finished 
loading at Savannah, last Monday, for 
Hamburg with 11,525 barrels of rosin. 
The cargo is the largest of its kind 
ever shipped in a sailing vessel. It 
was furnished by Paterson, Downing & 
Company and was placed in the vessel 
by Mr. E. 8S. Everett, the firm’s steve- 
dore. During the past year Mr. Ever- 
ett made a record in loading 9,450 bar- 
rels spirits and rosin on the British ship 
Parthenope, and 9,644 barrels on the 
British ship Scottish Minstrel. 


It is stated that, as far as can be 
judged at present, the shareholders in 
the Farbwerke, vormals Meister, Lucius 
& Bruning, at Hochst o|M, will receive 
a somewhat smaller dividend for 1897 
than they obtained for 1896, when 28 
per cent. was distributed. Moritz 
Milch’s Chemical works at Posen will 
distribute 10 per cent., against 9 per 
cent. for 1896. A meeting of the share- 
holders in the Chemische Union Com- 
pany, of Bale, has been convened in or- 


der to decide about the suggested in- 
crease of the joint stock capital.

Kingdom of Mr. Alfred Nobel, the in- 
ventor of dynamite and technical di- 
rector of Nobel’s Explosives Company, 
limited, who died at San Remo on Dec. 
10, 1896, has been valued at £434,093, 
including £216,901 in England. A num- 
ber of personal bequests are made, and 
it is then stipulated that the capital of 
the whole of the remaining realizable 
property is to form a fund, the inter- 
est from which is to be annually di- 
vided in five prizes to those who during 
the preceding year have done most for 
the benefit of humanity. 


According to a Woonsocket (R. L.) 
retail druggist the jobbers are a bad 
lot in the matter of prices at which 
they sell to the retail trade. This re- 
tailer says that the only instance he 
knows of in which a wholesale house 
cut prices was when he had a customer 
for 150 pounds of a certain oil, on which 
he quoted 40 cents per pound, which | 
was 2 cents above what it cost him. 
Finding he wasn’t “in it’ at that price 
he tried to buy cheaper, and finally 
found an importer who sold it to him at 
17 cents. He thinks the margin be- 
tween 17 and 38 cents is too great for 
the jobbing trade. |

A patent has been granted in 
many to the Societe Chimique 
Usines du Rhone, of Lyons, for the 
manufacture of saccharin by the fol- 
lowing process: o-sulphobenzaldehyde 
is first heated in an autoclave with 
phosphorpentachloride, the _ resulting 
chloride (m. p. 114° C.) being again 
heated similarly with ammonia. The 
chloride may be regarded (according to 
analysis and chemical behavior) as a 
compound of the formula C,H,CHC1. 
SO,O. In the process of treatment the 
chloride is converted into its amide, 
which, in its turn, is converted into 
saccharin by atmospheric oxygen. 





Judge Sayre in the Montgomery 
Court has rendered a decree in the suit | 
of John Lucas & Co., and other general | 
creditors vs. the Builders and Painters’ 
Supply Company. A motion was made 
by the attorneys of the company to | 
discharge the receiver. Judge Sayre 
decided, however, that the company 
was insolvent, and that while he did 
not consider the charges of fraud, the 
effort to create a preferred creditor was 
unlawful. This preferred creditor is 
the First National Bank of Montgom- 
ery, Ala., which holds a judgment of 
$18,000 against the company. The mo- 
tion to discharge the receiver was de- 
nied, 





M. Auguste Isaac has brought in a 
bill in the French Chamber of Deputies 
for placing a duty of 208 francs per 
kilo, on vanillin. This he considers pro- 
portionate to the present customs duty 
on vanilla beans. The bill further pro- 
vides that all dealers who sell vanillin, 
or goods in the preparation of which 
vanillin is used, shall indicate the fact 
clearly upon a label affixed to the 
goods. The avowed object of the bill 
is the protection of the French colonial 
vanilla industry. Incidentally, M. 
Isaac would probably be pleased to put 
a spoke in the wheel of the German 
vanillin makers who sell their goods in 
France. 


The drug swindlers are reported to 
| have adopted some new aliases. Al- 
gernon Granville, the erstwhile McIn- 
tyre & Co. of Philadelphia is now op- 
|} erating as J. P. Clarke of Newark, 
| there being also a reputable merchant 

of that name in the city. The Metro- 
politan Supply Co. of New York is said 
to be another name for Granville and 
his associates. The arrest of H. O. 
Goldsmith temporarily disposes of an- 
other swindler, whose field of opera- 
tions has chiefly been in other lines 
than those represented by the Reporter, 
His aliases have been numerous, Hoyt 
& Co, and Austin, Weil & Co. being 
among ‘those oftenest used. 


A syndicate of New York and East- 
ern capitalists planning to secure 
control of all the paper-making plants 
in the East. Representatives of the syn- 
dicate have for some time been negoti- 
ating with several of the owners of 
the largest paper mills in this State, 
and have secured control of the Win- 
nipesaukee Paper Company, of Frank- 
lin Falls, N. H., the largest in the 
State, except the one in Berlin. The 
syndicate is known as the International 
Company. The offices of the new com- 
pany will be located in New York, but 
it is undecided whether or not there 
will be any change in the present local 
management of the different plants 
controlled by the syndicate.

An adverse report was authorized on 
Senate bill 470 to regulate the sale of 
poisons in the District of Columbia. 
This bill was introduced in the Senate 
last March by Mr. Gallinger, and fa- 
vorably reported from the committee 
by him last May. There were many 
protests against it, however, and it was 
recommitted to the District Commit- 
While in a general way the com- 
mittee favors the purposes of this 
measure, some of its provisions are 
looked upon as tending to defeat the 
objects of the bill. One of these pro- 
visions is that all poisons shall be sold 
in three-cornered bottles, but it was 
shown that several proprietary com- 
pounds are dispensed in bottles of that

lyn; E. J. McKeever & Brother, en- 
gaged in rendering dead animals col- 
lected principally from the city of 
Brooklyn, and P. White & Sons, who 
are engaged in rendering dead animals 
collected chiefly in the city of New 
York. ‘The Governor declares the above 
establishments and the business car- 
ried on ‘therein to be public nuisances, 
and directs their abatement by April 1 
next, 
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PETROLEUM NOTES. 

At Hebron the Rock Oil Company has 
drilled in a well on the Lum Hanlin 
farm and has a producer good for 50 or 
75 barrels a day. 


On the eastern edge of Tyler County 
the South Penn Company has drilled 
in its No. 5 on the C. C. Pinnick farm 
and has a deep sander good for 60 bar- 
rels a day. 

In the Little Flint district, Dodd- 
ridge county, the South Penn Oil Com- 
pany has drilled in its No. 8 on the 
Jacob Underwood farm, and has a 30- 
barrel producer. 


In Wood county, in the southwest 
extension of the Ogden pool, the 
Brown, Snider & Co. well on the Whar- 
ton farm is making 300 barrels a day 
from the Berea grit. 


On Campbells run, Marion 
the South Penn Company has drilled 
in its No. 2 on the J. T. Koen farm, 
and has a producer good for 300 bar- 


rels a day from the Gordon sand.

In the southern extension of the deep 
sand territory in Doddridge county, 
Murphy, Jennings & Co. have drilled in 
a test well on the Lloyd McIntyre 
farm that is reported good for 35 bar- 
rels a day. 

The area of the Corsicana oil fields 
has been enlarged by the drilling of two 
more successful wells. The wells on 
Senator Mill’s farm are big producers 
and are rapidly making a fortune for 
their owner. 

Near Centerville, Tyler county, the 
Devonian Oil Company’s well on the 
Smith farm is holding up at 375 barrels 
a day. The same company is start- 
ing a test on the Morris farm, north 
of the Smith gusher. 


In the old Turkeyfoot field the Klon- 
dike Oil Company has completed a test 
well on the Black farm and has a dus- 
ter. In the same field, L. M. Mer- 
rill has completed his No. 3 on the 
Warwick farm and secured a dry hole. 


At Smiths Ferry, T. C. Dawson has 
completed No. 2 on his own farm and 
has a producer good for one barrel a 
day. This was the only well drilling 
in the Smiths Ferry district. Very lit- 
tle new work is starting in any of the 
old districts. 


Excitement reigns supreme in Indi- 
ana, Pa., over the discovery of oil on 
the farm of James Bothel, seven miles 
southwest of the town. A party of men 
who went to the place returned with 
samples of the oil, which is being tested, 
tasted and burned on all sides. 


The Magdeburg Zeitung asserts that 
the changes in the customs regulations 
as to petroleum, which Count Posadow- 
sky, Minister of the Interior, foreshad- 
owed in the German Reichstag, have al- 
ready been made, and henceforth the 
duty, even upon mixtures of Caucasian 
and American petroleums, will be fix- 
able by weight. 


In the Fonner pool in Greene County, 
the South Penn Company’s No. 1, on 
the William Fonner farm, the first pro- 
ducer in the pool, has increased its pro- 
duction from 180 to 260 barrels a day. 
This well is now more than ten months 
old, and the fact that it has increased 
its production without the assistance of 
a shot is quite remarkable. 

Petroleum is thought to have been 
discovered on the Young Manor tract, 
in Garrett county, twelve miles north of 
Oakland, Md. Jacob Sines, a laborer, 
was digging a ditch to carry water to 
a sawmill, when his pick struck a fis- 
sure of rock, and oil spurted out in a 
steady stream for some minutes. Sines 
communicated the fact to the owners 
of the land, who tried to keep the mat- 
ter quiet, but without success. 

The Iowa State Oil Inspector has filed 
the biennial report of the State Depart- 
ment of oil inspection with Governor 


Drake showing that during ‘the term 
672,972 barrels of oil were inspected. 


Over 185,000 barrels of gasoline were re- 
fused approval. This is the last report 
of the State oil inspector, as the last 
Legislature abolished the office and 
placed the work of the department in 
charge of the State Board of Health. 


The North Pennsylvania Oil and Gas 
Company assigned last week. It was 
the largest corporation of the kind in 
Wheeling, having control of 10,000 
acres of oil land in Marshall and Wet- 
zel counties, and Greene county, Penn- 
sylvania. Dissensions in management 
and bad luck assisted in wrecking the 
concern, of which W. H. Hornish was 
president and ex-Mayor Caldwell the 
leading stockholder. The assets and 
liabilities are unknown. The company 
declared one dividend of 45 per cent. 
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McDonald have drilled in 
their No. 1 on the Agnes Gorrell farm, 
in the southwest extension of the Elk 
Fork pool and have a producer good

for 225 barrels a day. The location of 
the well is 500 feet south of Treat & 
Crawford’s No. 10 on the J. F. Farrell 
farm, 

The pipe-line connecting Chicago with 
the Ohio and Indiana oil fields burst re- 
cently, southeast of Wabash, Ind., and 
for many hours a large stream of crude 
petroleum gushed up through the soil 
from the broken eight-inch main. A 
large area was covered with the fluid, 
which gradually found its way to the 
creeks and into the Salamonie and 
Wabash rivers, the surface of the 
streams being covered for miles. Farm- 
ers and others in the vicinity sallied out 
with vessels and collected much of the 
oil. 

State Geologist Blatchley’s report on 
the crude oil production of Indiana 
gives figures on the production and 
“cost’’ of the Peru field. He says that 
fully $400,000 have been invested and 
up to Dec. 15 searcely $80,000 worth 
of oil had been taken out. The great- 
est flow was in November, when 88,000 
barrels were turned out. He, too, is 
of the opinion that oil men will never 
realize on their Indiana prospecting in- 
vestment. He says that operations in 
the old defined field have been lim- 
ited. 

The output of the Indiana oil field is 
something like 23,000 barrels a day, 
worth about $10,250. The outlay for 
drilling all wells and getting ready to 
handle the oil has been about $15,142,- 
400, so it will be seen that oil men, as a 
general thing, have not grown wealthy 
in the Indiana field. It opened the first 
of the year at 50 cents. During the 
year about 20,000,000 barrels of oil were 
produced. The average cost of operat- 
ing each well has been about $1,600. In 
November there were 23,000,000 barrels 
of Indiana-Ohio oil in stocks. 

The pipe line companies which control 
the production and transportation of 
petroleum in the Northern Indiana field, 
have refused absolutely to furnish the 
State authorities the figures showing 
the quantity of oil they have pumped 
in Indiana for the year just ended. 
They last week received requests from 
State Geologist Blatchley for accurate 
statistics, and have replied that pecu- 
liar competition in the oil business for- 
bids making public their business and 
all reference to oil production must be 
omitted from the statistical reports. 

The Forest Oil Company has succeed- 
ed in clearing the hole at its deep well 
at West Elizabeth, Alleghany county, 
to a depth of 4.500 feet. Owing to its 
great depth it is slow work fishing out 
the rope. Acid has been used to cut the 
rope, making it tedious work, as only 
a small portion can be taken out at one 
run of the spear. When the pulley 
broke, letting the tools and rope fall in 
the hole, a depth of 5,535 feet had been 
reached, and it is the purpose of the 
Forest Company to put it down to a 
depth of 6,000 feet if the tools can be 
recovered. 

The oil reports for the year have just 
been balanced and make an interesting 
showing. During the year 1,041 wells 
were drilled in Indiana. Of these 280 
were diy holes. This is a decline on 
total number of wells drilled in the 
previous year. In 1896 the total num- 
ber of wells drilled was 1,637, dry holes 
452; 1895, total number, 2,711, dry holes, 
741; 1894, total number, 1,808, dry holes, 
395; 1893, total number, 665, dry holes, 
146; 1892, total number, 296, dry holes, 
76. Previous to that 1,306 wells had 
been drilled in the State and of that 
number 901 were dry holes. 

The United States Pipe Line Company 
of Pennsylvania, whose oil-carrying 
conduits across the State of New Jersey 
have been productive of much litiga- 
tion in the various courts of the Com- 
monwealth, was the defendant in a suit 
that has just been terminated before 
the Cireuit Court of Warren county 
with a verdict of six cents in favor of 
the plaintiff, the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na and Western Railroad Company. 
The suit was one for trespass, and the 
railroad sought to recover $10,000 dam- 
ages. The enormous discrepancy be- 
tween the amount asked for and that 
obtained would ordinarily imply a vir- 
tual victory for the defendant, but in 
the case in question the plaintiff cor- 
poration regards the verdict as being 
just as satisfactory as if the jury had 
allowed the whole amount asked for. 
The pipe line company, on the other 
hand, finds the verdict as onerous, 
technically, as if the jury had assessed 
the damages at $10,000, and have served 
notice of their intention to appeal just 
as soon as the judgment obtained has 
been filed. “

George Cutler. 


Mr. George Cutler, head of the firm 
of Cutler Bros. & Co., and the last 
survivor of the three brothers who for 
more than forty years were associated 





in the business which made _ their 
names known and respected through- 
out the drug trade of the world, died 
at his home in sjoston on Tuesday 
last. Mr. Cutler was born in New 
Salem, Mass., on April 23, 1821, and 
came to Boston at the age of 15. He 
entered the employ of Lowe & Reed, 


wholesale druggists, of which firm Dr. 
A. T. Lowe, the senior partner, was 
his uncle. Dr. Lowe, it may be stated, 
was the organizer of the First National 
Bank of Boston, and was its first pres- 
ident. 

The drug firm was established in 1826 


in Hanover street, and afterward 
moved to India and later to Broad 
street.

firm, the other brother, William J., be- 
ing already a _ partner. The three 
brothers were connected with the firm 
during their entire business careers. 
The elder one, W. J. Cutler, died on 
April 1, 1894, and the younger of the 
three brothers, E. W. Cutler, died on 
Oct. 31, 1896. 

Since their deaths, the firm of Cut- 
ler Bros. & Co. has been composed of 
George Cutler and C, F. Cutler. Mr. 
Cutler was twice married, and his sec- 
ond wife survives him. Besides the 
son, C. F. Cutler of Boston, one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. E. R. Tilton of West Rox- 


bury, survives her father.

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bite, cut and suck or otherwise eat the 
same orange, or give the same away, 
with or without its rind, skin, juice, 
pulp and pips, anything hereinbefore 
or hereinafter, or in any other deeds, 
instrument or instruments of what na- 
ture or kind soever to the contrary in 
any wise notwithstanding.” 

Mr. Patrick spoke in favor of the se- 
lection made by the committee of 
which he is a member.

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Label Counterfeiters Not Punishable 
in Illinois. 

On Jan. 7 the hearing of the Santal 
Midy counterfeit cases took place be- 
fore Judge Ewings in the Criminal 
Court, Chicago, with results which will 
be learned with interest by those inter- 
ested in trade marks or any form of 
label or advertisement connected with 
any special pharmaceutical prepara- 
tion. It will be remembered that in 
April last the counterfeiting of Santal 
Midy had reached such a point that 
Rigaud & Chapoteaut, the proprietors 
(who succeeded Grimault & Co., of 
Paris), were obliged to give up getting 
injunctions, and to commence criminal 
proceedings against the counterfeiters, 
as they found that merely threatening 
was no longer of any use, for, after 
having stopped the sale of some seven 
other colorable and also exact imita- 
tions during 1897, new crops of coun- 
terfeiters were still found to be at work 
in Chicago. Indictments were obtained 
against Flood, Guyton and Bottume, 
and also against Bottume and Deiner, 
in order to make an example of some 
of a score of persons who were impli- 
cated in these frauds. The indictments 
were for “counterfeiting labels and 
trade marks” and “conspiring to injure 
the business.’’ The accused had, up to 
Jan, 7, found means to prevent their 
cases being brought for trial. The 
counterfeiting charges were first tried 
by the State Attorney prosecuting, and 
no less than seven of the best criminal 
lawyers of Chicago were obtained by 
the defendants, who do not belong to 
the usual class of imitators, as they are 
men of position and money. The Judge 
decided that, in spite of other registra- 
tions, the laws of Illinois permitted 
any one to imitate or counterfeit any 
labels, trade marks, signatures, names 
or addresses, or any other forms of ad- 
vertisements with impunity and with- 
out fear of criminal proceedings if they 
had not been registered in the State. A 
great many persons who are implicated 
in other counterfeiting cases were in 
court, and seemed te be very jubilant at 
the Judge’s decision, and it will in fu- 
ture be necessary, in order to protect 
standard preparations or thé labels of 
well-known manufacturing firms, that 
each and every label and package be 
registered with the Secretary of the 
State of Illinois. This will not, how- 
ever, prevent the imitations of Santal 
Midy from being prosecuted on other 
indictments, as it can be shown that, 
while they used the exact labels, repro- 
duced by photography, these labels 
stated that the contents (like the gen- 
uine Santal Midy) were “pure sandal- 
wood oil, obtained by Midy’s process 
from Mysore sandal-wood,” but, as a 
matter of fact, some of the imitators 
used no sandal-wood oil at all in the 
manufacture of their capsules, and 
others used mixtures,

Articles incorporating the new whole- 
sale drug firm of Williams, Davis, 
Brooks & Hinchman Sons of Detroit, 
have been filed in Washington. The 


capital stock is $600,000, of which $200,- 
000 is common, and $400,000 preferred. 
The holders of the preferred stock are 
entitled to a fixed dividend of 6 per 
cent. per annum, payable quarterly, 
These dividends are to be cumulative. 
The holders of preferred stock, how- 
ever, will not be entitled to vote at an- 
nual meetings for the election of di- 
rectors. Such preferred stock as is not 
taken is to remain in the treasury and 
be non-dividend bearing, and are not 
votable as stock until sold. Such stock 
can only be disposed of by order of the 
board of directors. 

The number of shares is 60,000, of the 
par value of $10 each. The amount ac- 
tually paid in is $300,000, of which $200,- 
000 is common and $100,000 preferred 
stock. The remaining $300,000 of pre- 
ferred stock may issued and sold 
from time to time, as the business may 
require, but it must first be offered to 
thé members of the corporation.

Dingley bill I found I eould do noth- 
ing that would profit me. | then went 
over home and arranged to have a 


large dye works shipped to the United 
States. I will build it in New York. 
In this country I see an excellent field 
for the manufacture and sale of my 
wares. But I tell you there is Ho use 
trying to fight the Dingley bill, either 


on that side of the water or in this 
country.’ ”

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
The Free Alcohol Test Case, 


Washington, Jan. 14, 1898. 

The motion to advance the hearing of 
the Dunlap case was made in the Su- 
preme Court by Assistant Attorney- 
General Boyd on Monday. The Chief 
Justice inquired whether the case could 
be presented on briefs or whether oral 
argument would be necessary, to which 
Mr. King, counsel for appellant, replied 
that, as the points were important ques- 
tions of law, it would probably be nec- 
essary to argue them orally, a view of 
the which was acquiesced in by 
the Assistant Attorney-General. The 
Chief Justice then said that the motion 
would be taken under advisement and 
an answer rendered next Monday. 

The trial of the Dunlap case before 
the Supreme Court will probably bring 
out some distinguished legal talent. On 
behalf of the claimants, negotiations 
are now in progress looking to the re- 
tention of Joseph H. Choate to make 
the principal argument, which will be 
confined chiefly to the contention that 


case 


the decision of the Court of Claims, if 
supported by the Supreme Court, will 
in effect enable an executive officer to 
defeat any law of Congress the prac- 
ticability or desirability of which is 
doubtful in his judgment. 

Numerous inquiries have been re- 
ceived here from claimants as to the 
probable length of time that will be 


consumed in this litigation, and while 
it is not possible to answer these ques- 
tions definitely, some light may be shed 
upon the subject. If the Supreme Court 
sets the hearing not later than April 30 
next, a decision will probably be ren- 
dered at the present term. If adverse 
to the claimants, the case will then be 
ended, If favorable to the claimants, 
other test cases involving points not 
covered by the Dunlap case will be 
promptly brought in the Court of 
Claims, and in the meantime the Attor- 
ney-General will begin preparations 
looking to the adjudication of all cases 
coming under the general conditions of 
the Dunlap case. It is expected that a 
corps of commissioners will be em- 
ployed for this purpose, and the Attor- 
ney General will probably request an 
appropriation from Congress for that 
purpose which is likely to be granted at 
the present session. The commissioners, 
as soon as appointed, will ‘take up the 
claims, certifying ‘them to the Court of 
Claims as rapidly as settled, where- 
upon that court will indorse the com- 
missioners’ findings and certify them in 
turn to Congress as judgments to be 
provided for in the next annual appro- 
priation bills.

Trust. 


A Chicago special to the Buffalo Ex- 
press on Monday last says: “Within 
the week the $100,000,000 beer and whis- 
ky trust will be a fact. This statement 
comes from a reliable source, and be- 
fore Saturday, Jan. 15, it is said the 
proof will be at hand. The deal goes 
over the heads of all the rival truscs, 
and in embracing the breweries of mod- 
erate capacity wiil control a field of im- 
mense proportions. On Jan, 15 the op- 
tions of many plants in Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Illinois and other lucrative fields 
will expire, and the brewers are ex- 
pected to be summoned to New York 
immediately to receive their money. For 
a year past the deal has been develop-

ing. 
for it will begin with the barley on 
field and end with the saloonkeeper, 


embracing a corner in barley which has 
never been accomplished, owing to 
lack of capital and the brewing of beer 
and the distillation of whisky. 

“The options held on the breweries 
and distilleries cover a field heretofore 
deemed unavailable for trust purposes, 
the smaller middle-class manufactur- 
er, who has a prosperous business 
without being under great risk. There 
are in such cities as Detroit, Cleveland, 
Toledo, Sandusky, Dayton, Hamilton, 
Columbus, and in Cincinnati, Chicago, 
Louisville and Milwaukee, such plants 
as are not in the English syndicate, nor 
in the tw or three others which are 
existing under various difficulties. 

“Among the larger plants is said to 


be the American Spirits Manufacturing 


Company, which recently went into 
the hands of a receiver. The American 
distributing is also soid to be in the 
deal. The syndicate also is trying to 
land the Bourbon whisky houses in 
Kentucky. 


“This enormous deal may be closed at 
any moment. Attorney Harry Rubens 
of Rubens & Mott, representing the 
American Malting Company, denied 
emphatically that that company held 
any options on breweries, distilleries or 
barley elevators.” 

The above was shown to Mr. Nathan 
Bijur of the American Spirits Manufac- 
turing Company, who commented in 
this wise: “There is not a word of 
truth in it so far as our company is 
concerned. Whoever wrote the arti- 
cle has managed to run together a lot 
of negotiations in several industries 
that have been going on during the 
past year. There is no more likelihood 
of such a combination being successful 
than there would be if the Queen of 


England were to employ Li Hung 
Chang and they were to form a combi- 
nation with the Oil, Paint and Drug

TALC.—Trade is light, but the steady 
tone of the market is maintained and 
prices are unchanged. For prime Ital- 
ian the quotation is 1%c., while for 
French the range is 1@11%c. for the 
finer kinds, and 75@80c. for off grades.

Petroleum As Fuel for Small Boats. 
Washington, Jan. 14, 1898. 

An interesting series of tests of the 
availability of oil fuel for small boats 
in the navy has been made under the 
supervision of Mr. John Platt, who con- 
ducted six trials with two kinds of oil 
under varying conditions. In reporting 
on these tests Mr. Platt says: 

“A Thornycroft water-tube boiler of 
the ‘Speedy’ type was fitted in the 
boat, the effective heating surface be- 
ing 610 square feet, and the grate area 
11.4 square feet. The steam pressure is 
150 pounds per square inch, and the 
test pressure 300 pounds, Steam can 
be raised from cold water in twenty 
minutes, The boiler was fitted for 
burning both coal and oil fuel. It was 
first fitted with two ‘Holden’ oil burn- 


ers operated by steam. A _ 1%-inch 
bore oil fuel main runs across the 
front of the boiler below the ashpit 


doors, and a %-inch bore pipe is led up 
from this on either side to connect with 
the burners. A %-inch bore steam pipe 
is led to each’ burner. The results 
given must not be taken as an exposi- 
tion of the Holden oil burning system 


the contractors simply using this par- 
ticular burner to make their experi- 
ments with. 

“A great number of trials were made 
without taking measurements of fuel 
etc., as it was necessary to make a 
number of preliminary trials with each 
of the different positions of burners be- 
fore the boiler could be made to work 
without making excessive smoke, which 
seems to depend on the relative posi- 


tion of the burner to the air admitted 
within the firebox, and whether it is 
admitted above or below the fire bars 
When the oil is burned in conjunction 
with the coal it is found that if the 
greater part of the air is admitted 


above the fire bars a smaller proportion 
of the coal will burned, and there 
will be a greater tendency to smoke. On 
the other hand, by admitting a large 
proportion under the fire bars the 
whole is more rapidly burned, and the 
consequent higher temperature causes 
a better combustion of the oil, and 
there is less tendency to smoke forma- 


be 


tion. 
“Trials were also made with the fire 
bars covered with pieces of broken 


brick, a small part being kept clear to 
light up with coal, which was also cov- 
ered with brick when steam had been 
raised and the boiler heated up. It 
was, however, found impossible to keep 
the oil burners going without the addi- 
tion of some coal. 

“After completing the preliminary 
trials it was found that under the con- 
ditions necessary in this boat one burn- 
er was sufficient when placed quite 
close to the surface of the coal. 

“On trials Nos. 1, 2 and 3, Astatki 
(flash point 310 degrees F.), was used 
as liquid fuel, being heated by a steam 
coal to make it more fluid. On trials 4 
5 and 6, Wells oil (flash point 195 
grees F.) was used, not being heated 
before being injected into the furnace, 
The liquid fuel was brought into the 
furnace by Holden jets, steam being 
used for injecting the oil. For trial 1, 
two burners were used, being placed 
well apart; on trials 2, 3 and 4 one 
burner was used, placed in the center; 


on trials 5 and 6 two burners were 
used, placed together in the center, 
Slightly diverging and pointing up- 
wards. ‘The water evaporated by the 
coal in the oil trials was calculated 
for an evaporation of 7.37 pounds of 


water per pound of coal, as found from 
the first coal trial.”’

South Carolina Phosphates. 


The report of South Carolina State 
Phosphate Inspector A. W. Jones 
makes a very complete showing of the 
phosphate situation, which is of im- 
portance in view of the uncertainty 02 
the industry in that State. The report 
embraces the first complete and au‘he.a- 
tic data upon this subject. It reads as 
follows: 

To the Board of Phosphate Commis- 
sioners of the State of South Carolina— 
Gentlemen: I have the honor to sub- 
mit this my annual report of the condi- 
tion and operations of the State phos- 
phate industry, and the doings of the 
3oard of Phosphate Commissioners fur 
the year ending Dee. 31, 1897: 

The State phosphate industry was at 
the zenith of its prosperity during the 
phosphate year ending August 31, 1893. 
The shipments for that year amounted, 
in round numbers, to 250,000 tons, and 
the State’s royalty to $250,000. It will be 
remembered that on Aug. 26, 1893, our 
coast was swept by the most disastrous 
storm in its history. The mining plants 
and works of the State licensees were 
practically swept away, and the State 
phosphate industry was paralyzed, 

The General Assembly, at the regular 
session of 1893, passed an act relating to 
the phosphate industry of the State, 
found in the acts of 1893, page 418. This 
act, among other provisions, fixed the 
royalty to be paid the State thereafter 
by the parties who had their mining 
plants destroyed or damaged by the cy- 


clone of Aug. 26, 1893, at the rate of 50 
cents per ton of dried rock, for five 
years, and that said rate of royalty 


hould remain unchanged for five years 
and until the action of the General As- 
sembly thereafter. The following com- 
panies accepted the provisions of the 
act of 1893 by rehabilitating their min- 
ing plants and resuming mining opera- 
tions, to wit 

The Coosaw Company, the Beaufort 
Phosphate Company, the Farmers’ Min- 
ing Company, the Ashley Phosphate 
Company, the Carolina Mining Com- 
pany, James Reid and John C, Nelson, 

Since the storm of 1893 the prices of 
phosphate rock have continued to de- 
cline without any reaction, and on Jan, 
1, 1897, the price had sunk as low as 4d. 
. or 9% cents per unit, C. I. F., that 
is, delivered cost of insurance and 
freight paid by the seller. The average 
price has been 5d., or 10 cents per unit. 
The average freight is about 13s., or 
$3.12 per ton. Thus phosphate rock ana-

Out of this must be paid the State’s 
royalty, cost of towing, mining, drying, 
etc. Freights during the year have 
flucutated from lls., or $2.65 per ton, to 
17s:, or $4.03 per ton, a difference of 
$1.43 per ton. It will therefore be seen 
that the State, in reducing the royalty 
to 25 cents per ton, has placed it at a 
nominal figure, as compared with the 
fluctuations in freights. The low prices 
and distressed condition of the phos- 
phate interests have been brought 
about by the strong competition of 
Florida, Tennessee and Algeria, cou- 
pled with the world-wide depression in 
agricultural products. It is said that 
the shipments for the year 1897 from 
Algeria will exceed 200,000 tons; from 
Florida 600,000 tons, and from Tennes- 
see 90,000 tons. It will be observed that 
our shipments have decreased from 249,- 
338 tons in 1893 to 95,237 tons in 1897. 


His Excellency, the Governor, realiz- 
ing the seriousness of the situation, 
called together the Board of Phosphate 
Commissioners on the — day of Jan- 
uary, 1897, at which the phosphate min- 
ers were invited to be present. There 
were present at this meeting, W. H. 
Ellerbee, Governor and chairman; W. 
A. Barber, Attorney General; James 
Norton, Comptroller General, and Com- 
missioner A. H. Williams. The term of 
Commissioner J. D. Montgomery hav- 
ing expired, Frank E. Taylor, of 
Charleston, was elected in his place. A. 
W. Jones was re-elected phosphate in- 
spector, Messrs. A. T. Smyth, M. E. 
Lopez and D. C. Wilson, representing 
the Coosaw Company; C. C. Pinckney, 
Jr., representing the Farmers’ Mining 
Company, and Jacob Paulson, repre- 
senting the Beaufort Phosphate Com- 
pany, presented the memorial of the 
phosphate miners, praying for a reduc- 
tion of the State’s royalty to 25 cents 
per ton. The board decided that they 
had no power to grant the request 
without express authority from _ the 
General Assembly. On the — day of 
January, 1897, the General Assembly 
passed an act conferring on the Board 
ef Phosphate Commissioners full and 
absolute power in all matters pertain- 
ing to the phosphate industry. Under 
instructions of the chairman the Board 
of Phosphate Commissioners were 
called to meet at Beaufort on April 1, 
1897, to inspect the State phosphate 
mines, and representatives of the phos- 
phate mining companies were invited to 
be present. The board met, according 
to appointment, on April 1, 1897. There 
were present at this meeting W. Hi. 
Ellerbe, Governor and chairman; James 
Norton, Comptroller General, and Com- 
missioner A. H. Williams, Mr. Jacob 
Paulson, president of the Beaufort 
Phosphate Company, tendered the tug 
Juno for the inspection. Accompanied 
by representatives of the mining com- 
panies, the board made an inspection 
of the dredges at work, namely: The 
Coosaw Company, two dredges; the 
Farmers’ Mining Company, two 
dredges; the Beaufort Phosphate Com- 
pany, one dredge, and James Reid, one 
dredge. The mines and works were 
also inspected.

LINSEED OIL.—There has been no 
change in the situation since our last 
report. New business is very light and 
deliveries on contracts are scarcely 
sufficient to constitute a satisfactory 
volume of sales for this period of the 
year. At the same time the continued 
high cost of seed keeps prices firm on 
the products, and no efforts are made 
to stimulate business by any concession 
from the rates of the past fortnight. A 
large share of the deliveries being made 
on contracts are at prices which show 
@ loss, and crushers are not disposed 
to bid for new business upon a basis 
that does not show at least a little 
profit on the average cost of the seed 
in their bins. Western is quoted at 40 
@42c. here, while at the mills the price 
is generally above the equivalent of 
those figures. City remains at 42@43c. 
and very little oil is offered on any 
hand for forward delivery. 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE.—The posi- 
tion of crude oil has strengthened on 
the Atlantic coast, where the mills are 
firm holders at l16c., with sales at that 
figure after a considerable business 
had been done early in the week at 
15%c. In the Valley and Texas, while 
the feeling is firm, buyers have not 
met the extreme views of holders, and 
no sales are reported above last week’s 
figures. In the Valley 15c. is about the 
best bid at the moment, with the mills 
asking ‘4c. better, and some of them 
standing out for 1l6c. Texas is mostly 
15%c. asked, with bids running 144%@ 
lic. The improvement in refined dur- 
ing the week has evidently produced 
the usual impression upon the _ mills, 
and they are disposed to again advance 
crude above the parity of the figures 
which they have to accept for refined. 
The result is likely to be a failure 
to get the full advantage of any 
advance that may occur, for the 
reason that the proportion of prime 
crude offering will be steadily growing 
less, and a large share will have to go 
at the off price. Nevertheless, there 
seems to be warrant for the strong po- 
sition assumed by the mills, both in the 
better outlook for refined and in their 
own holdings and the prospects for the 
late crush. Advices from the South- 
west indicate that the weather has 
been unfavorable for late picking, and 
quite a proportion of the crop will be 
lost in consequence, so that the pro- 
duction of oil, in Texas especially, will 
fall below earlier estimates. A late 
telegram from that State indicates a 
general closing of the mills this month. 
The sales of crude reported here are 
not large; about 750 barrels in lots have 
gone out at 19c., and 19@19'%c. is nom- 
inally the closing quotation, but with 
barely enough stock here to make a 
market. The sales early in the week in- 
cluded two tanks prime Atlantic at 
15%c.; three tanks do., 154c.; four 
tanks, 15%@léc., and later three tanks 
do. 16c., with about six tanks also 
reported within a range of 154@ 
16c., but no particulars given. From the 
interior few sales are reported, and 
there is a stand-off between buyers and 
sellers, as noted above. The market 
closes, however, at 15@1é6c., as to lact- 
tion and freight rate. 

REFINED. — The improved demand 
which we have previously indicated 
might reasonably be looked for toward 
the middle of the month has material- 
ized during the past week. While Eu-

rope has not risen to a level at which 
a very large amount of oil could have 
been purchased, an improvement in ex- 
change, and a decline in freight rates 
equivalent to about 4c. a gallon, has 
enabled some business to be put 
through, and the market has been prac- 
tically cleaned of spot stock. With the 
improved condition of lard and tallow, 
cotton oil ought to show an apprecia- 
tion in values upon the first symptoms 
of an increased demand, and the gain 
of about lc. during the past week may 
be regarded as fully warranted. Euro- 
pean buyers, however, do not seem to 
fully realize the situation here, and con- 
tinue to defer their wants in the hope 
that the market will lean their way 
later on. The best advices concerning 
stocks do not encourage such expecta- 
tions, however, and a comparison of the 
present situation with that of six 
months ago warrants a much higher 
market than we yet have. The con- 
sumption of oil from the present crop 
has been unusually large up to date, 
especially at the West, and if reports 
from the mills are approximately cor- 
rect, the supply for the balance 
of the year is by no means ex- 
cessive. The advance of the week 
brought refined nearer the parity of 
crude, although the latter has again 
broken away, and refined at the clos- 
ing quotations could not be replaced on 
the present basis at which crude is 
held. Early in the week there were 
sales at 22c. for prime summer yellow 
from dock, but later lots have been 
taken up to 23e. The offerings are 
light at the close and holders are firm 
in their views, but to force sales 23c. 
would have to be shaded to-day, while 
no large amounts of oil could be 
bought even at that figure for Janu- 
ary and up to 234%@24c. for February- 
March. The sales in detail are: 300 
bbls. prime summer yellow from dock 
at 22c., 500 bbls. at 22%4c., 400 bbls., 
22%c.; 100 bbls., 22%c.; 100 bbls., 22%c.;

prime February, 23c.; 600 bbls. March, 
23%c.; 300 bbls. March, 23%4c.; 700 bbls. 

There is some business 
reported in white at 25%c. Butter oil 
ranges from 24c. to 27c., as to quality.

LARD.—The market closed on Satur- 
day last at 4.80c. for January, 4.90c. for 
May and bc. for July. There was an 
early break on Monday, as a result of 
free selling by packers and more liberal 
receipt of hogs than had been expected, 
and January eased off 12% points, with 
the later month 10 points below Satur- 
day’s figures. The difference was 
gained by an advance of 2% points on 
January on Tuesday, with the other 
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months unohanged, while on Wednes- 
day there was a gain of 5 points all 
around, with a rise in hogs. Free sell- 
ing by packers caused a reaction, but 
this was recovered later, and the nt 
gain for the day was as stated.

The Determination of Menthol in 
Peppermint Oil. 


C. Kleber gives the following method 
for determining the amount of men- 
thol in oil of peppermint in a recent 
issue of the Pharmaceutical Review: 
Five grms. of the oil are mixed with 
5 germs. of acetic anhydride and boiled 
for thirty minutes in a flask under a 
reflux condenser. In the meantime, the 
same volume of the same acetic anhy- 
dride is titrated with normal soda so- 
lution, and phenolphthalein. When the 
boiled fluid has cooled, the reflux tube 
is washed with a little water, and this 
is added to the acetylized mixture, and 
titrated also with normal soda, The 
difference in C.c, between the two ti- 
trations, muitiplied by 0.156, gives the 
amount of menthol contained in the 
oil. By this process it only takes about 
fifty minutes to complete the deter- 
mination. 


—_— 
Estimating Rosin Oil In Turpen- 
tine Spirit. 


According to A. Aignan it is found 
that when distilling pure spirit of tur- 
pentine the rotary power of the distil- 
late decreases as distillation pro- 
gressses. This also occurs during the 
distillation of turpentine spirit adul- 
terated with rosin oil; but whereas in 
that event the first portions of the dis- 
tillate exhibit the same optical activity 
as the corresponding portions from the 
pure spirit, the oil accumulating in the 
residual portions reduces their rotary 
power to considerably below that of the 
residue from pure spirit. The follow- 
ing table shows the effect of the addi- 
tion of 3 and 5 per cent. of rosin oil in 
this connection:

The rotation (c.c) D exhibited (in an 
8-inch tube) by the residue from distil- 
lation will (below 50°) be reduced below 
that displayed by the pure residue by 
at least 5.30° for each per cent. of added 
rosin oil. 

Moreover, on simply rectifying the 
spirit at 100° C. under a pressure of 
6 c.m., the presence of as little as 0.5 
per cent. of rosin oil will be revealed 
by the residue giving a dextro rotation, 
whereas residue from pure turpentine 
spirit is less rotary.—Comptes Rendus.

Soft Soaps by Direct Steam. 


For summer use the following pro- 
portions of fat are employed: Cotton- 
seed oil, 15 cwts.; linseed oil, 20 cwts.; 
resin, 44% cwts., and crude palm oil, 3 
ewts. In winter the cottonseed oil is 
replaced by an equal quantity of Jap- 
anse fish oil. The fats and about one- 
third of the (33 degrees B. caustic pot- 
ash) lye required for saponification are 
placed in the pan, and steam is ad- 
mitted under six atmos. pressure, com- 
bination being facilitated, if necessary, 
by the addition of a little water. Then 
30 degrees caustic lye is added, to the 
extent of one-third of the fat in sum- 
mer or one-sixth in winter, and the 
soap is fitted by adding the palm oil 
and remainder of the potash lye. At 
this stage the soap will be thick, and 
drop short from the spatula, so that 
the boiling is complete in one and a 
half hours at most, and the soap may 
be filled the same day with 200 pounds

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Jan. 15, 1898. 


The feature of the week has been 
the monthly report of the pipe lines, 
completing the statistics for 1897. The 
production in the Pennsylvania fields 
Was a little below that of the pre- 
ceding month, but there was a slight 
increase in the output of Ohio oil, 
while the deliveries of the former 
showed a decrease of nearly 560,000 
bbls., and of the latter an increase 
of about 527,000 bbls., the difference in 
the total being, therefore, unimpor- 
tant. The statistical situation may be 
said to be unchanged, although the 
feature of decreased deliveries is not 
regarded as encouraging by those who 
had looked for a change which might 
be expected to influence an advance 
in the price of crude. The daily pipe 
line reports since the opening of the 
year indicate a falling off in produc- 
tion and a decrease in deliveries, but 
the latter have been in excess of the 
runs. This, however, refers only to 
Pennsylvania crude, and the total 
movement may present an entirely 
different complexion. It is rather ear- 
ly to form an estimate of the probable 
result of the month’s operations, which 
may undergo material changes. The 
reports from the producing fields indi- 
cate that while weather conditions re- 
main unfavorable drillers will not push 
operations except where compelled to 
do so by the terms of their leases. The 
wells being brought in do not show 
an average production, and a further 
decrease in the daily output is not im- 
probable. A synopsis of the last re- 
port of the principal pipe lines is ap- 
pended:

Bismarck Brown. 


Although one of the earliest of the 
artificial organic dyestuffs, the consti- 
tution of Bismarck Brown, according to 
E. Tauber and F. Walder, cannot be 
considered as established, and probabiy 
none of the Bismarck Browns prepared 
on a manufacturing scale, or in the 
laboratory, are chemically identical 
products. According to Caro and Griess 
(in 1867), Bismarck Brown consists of 
the hydrochlorides of three of 
which triamidoazobenzene preponder- 
ates. More recently doubt has been 
thrown upon this view, owing to the 
fact that the amount of nitrate required 
in the preparation of the brown cn a 
large scale points to the molecule con- 
sisting of the residues of three m-phe- 
nylene diamines, connected by two azo 
groups. This leads to the assumption 
that phenylene-disazo-m-phenylene dia- 
mine is the chief constituent. There 
are, however, three formulae possible 
for a substance having this composi- 
tion. In order to convert the whole cf 
the m-phenylene diamine into dyestuff, 
a weighed quantity of m-phenylene dia- 
mine hydrochloride was treated with 
sodium nitrite. The formation of the 
dyestuff is accompanied by a copious 
evolution of nitrogen, which is not due 
to an excess of nitrite, since a consider- 
able amount of m-phenylene diamine is 
also present. The amount of nitrogen 
evolved corresponds to 29.1 per cent. of 
that contained in the m-phenylene dia- 
mine, since half the evolved nitrogen 
comes from the nitrite. The proportion 
of nitrite to m-phenylene diamine is 
5.6. By taking the mono instead of the 
dihydrochloride, no evolution of gas 
takes place, but when the reaction is 
finished, unchanged nitrite is found 
side by side with m-phenylene diamine, 
so that triamidoazobenzene is not the 
only product. In order to obtain a yield 
of dyestuff without any evolution of 
gas, the authors find that three molecu- 


bases, 


lar proportions of m-phenylene dia- 
mine, together with four molecular 
proportions of hydrochloric acid, _ re- 


quire two molecular proportions of nit- 
rite, but the product obtained is homo- 
geneous. In order to obtain triamido- 
azobenzene of undoubted constitution, 
acetyl-m-phenylene diamine was diazo- 
tised and combined with m-phenylene 
diamine, the acetylated dyestuff being 
finally hydrolyzed. Thus _ prepared, 
triamidoazobenzene crystallizes from 


hot water or benzene, in needles melt- 
ing at 114 degs. C. This product was not 
found in commercial Bismarck Browns, 
but only in that product obtained from 
three molecular proportions of m-phen- 
ylene diamine, four molecular propor- 
tions of hydrochloric acid, and two 
molecular proportions of nitrite. No 
triamidoazobenzene could be detected 
in the brown from m-phenylene dia- 
mine dihyrochloride or in a good com- 
mercial sample. The brown for this 
purpose, after basifying, was extracted 
in a Soxhlet’s apparatus with benzene, 
15 grms. of base giving 10 grms. of 
crystalline extract. The pure substance 
melts at 118 degs. C., is almost insolu- 
ble in water (difference from triamidoa- 
zobenzene), and gives numbers on 
analysis corresponding to a disazo dye- 
stuff containing three m-phenylene dia- 
mine radicles.

Maunufacture of Colors by 
Means of Precipitation. 


A large number of pigments, e. g., the 
chrome yellows, many lakes, chrome 
greens, Berlin blue, etc., are known to 
be produced by means of precipitation, 
i. e., two or more substances in solu- 
tion are mixed together, and, in conse- 
quence of chemical reaction, new prod- 
ucts are obtained. One of these is 
known to be insoluble and settles to the 
bottom as precipitate, generally in the 
shape of a fine powder. Thus, by mix- 
ing a solution of lead nitrate with one 
of bichromate a fine yellow powder, viz., 
chrome yellow, is thrown down, and 
the new solution contains potassium or 
sodium nitrate. 

The precipitation being a chemical 
process, it is governed by definite and 
fixed conditions. In the production of 
chrome yellow 331 parts lead nitrate 
with 194 parts bichromate always give 
323 parts lead chromate, while 202 parts 
are in solution as nitrate of potassium 
and sodium, respectively. If the two 
first-mentioned salts are in any other 
proportion, i. e., if the one or the other 
were present in excess, this excess 
would be lost. Presuming that 95 parts 
chromate and 150 parts lead nitrate had 
been used, consequently there would 
be an excess of seven units, which is in 
reality useless. Hence it is necessary 
.or economical reasons to take equiva- 
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lent proportions for the manufacture of 
colors by precipitation. 

Every precipitation is a double de- 
composition, i. e., the main product is 
always present with a _ by-product, 
which can often be utilized. In the 
above-mentioned case of the prepara- 
tion of chrome yellow, the solution of 
the nitrate of potassium or sodium is 
the by-product, and where fuel is 
cheap this solution can be evaporated 
and the salt recovered. Frequently a 
saving may be obtained in this man- 
ner. In the manufacture of lead sul- 
phate, for example, the solution of lead 
acetate may be brought together with 
sulphate or with sulphuric acid, accord- 
ing to the following proportion: 

Pb (C2M302) 2XSO4M2—Pb SO4X2MC2 
M3 O2, or 


Pb (C2H802) 2XSO4 NA2 
Na C2 H3 02. 


In other words, the 
formed in the latter 
thrown away as useless, although it 
cost for its production. In the former 
instance the acetic acid formed can be 
used for converting a fresh quantity of 
metallic lead into lead acetate, but no 
superfluous, i. e., worthless, products 
have been formed, hence the manufac- 
turer has produced his lead sulphite 
with the greatest possibly economy. 


The nature, coloring and further 
properties of the precipitate are de- 
pendent upon the conditions under 
which it is formed. Barium sulphite, 
e. g. precipitates, if cold solution be 
used, as a very fine powder, which is 
difficult to filter; from hot solution, 
however, it results more coarse grained 
and is of easy filtration. In the produc- 
tion of chrome yellows we also find 
these characteristics in a marked de- 
gree. Lead nitrate will afford a much 
finer product than lead acetate. The 
temperature also has some influence. 
Chrome yellows, obtained by cold solu- 
tions, become much more voluminous 
and lighter than those from hot solu- 
tions. The neutral or acid condition 
of the solution also exercises some in- 
fluence, as well as the presence of alum 
or similar bodies. 


The following factors have a bearing 
on the manufacture of colors by means 
of precipitation: 

1. The strength of the solution. Weak 
solutions, as a rule, give more volumi- 
nous and finer colors than strong ones. 


2. The temperature. From cold solu- 
tions, as a rule, finer and more vol- 
uminous precipitates result than from 
hot ones. 

3. The proportion of the bodies to be 
mixed also have a certain influence. 
In the formation of chrome yellow e. g. 
it is preferable to keep the lead salt 
in excess, for soluble Berlin blue the 
sodium ferrocyanide should be in ex- 
cess. 

4. The rotation of mixing. If the 
lead salt or lead salt solution is added 
to the solution of the bichromate, the 
product obtained is not by far so fine 
as when the bichromate had been 
added to the lead salt solution. In the 
manufacture of soluble Berlin blue the 
iron salt should be added to the soda 
salt, and not vice versa. If Schwein- 
furt green of really good quality is de- 
sired, the acetic acid should be added 
to the copper before the arsenical 
product is added. Wet Aes 


6. Another factor that should not be 
lost sight of is the following: If a 
metallic salt solution is added to an- 
other solution containing two bodies, 
both capable of precipitating, the 
former, a partial reaction is liable 
to take place in the manner that the 
metallic salt at first only forms a pre- 
cipitate with one part, and, as long asa 
part of this is present, will absolutely 
not precipitate the other. In pre- 
cipitating a mixture of potassium bi- 
chromate and sulphuric acid by lead 
acetate e. g. the lead sulphite is pre- 
cipitated by the lead chromate. If a 
mixture of sodium chromate and car- 
bonate is precipitated by zinc sulphate, 
zinc carbonate is formed primarily. 
Exceedingly characteristic is in this 
case the behavior of a silver nitrate 
solution of kitchen salt and potassium 
chromate. With the former white sil- 
ver chloride is known to be formed; 
with the latter silver chromate of red 
color. If the silver nitrate solution is 
added to a mixture of these two solu- 
tions, at first only a white precipitate 
is formed, which takes on a red color 
as soon as all chloride is precipitated.—

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


While there has, as yet, beenno marked 
increase in the movement of goods in 
the line of trade represented by the 
Reporter, there has, nevertheless, been 
some improvement in the demand in 
certain lines and special articles, and 
the indications are believed to point to 
an early increase in all lines. In some 
oils the demand has improved, while 
others remain quiet, and in paints and 
chemicals a satisfactory movement is 
reported. General trade conditions 
have undergone no marked change, but 
from the fact that very little complaint 
is heard it is fair to assume that trade 
is regarded as satisfactory for the sea- 
son. From the industrial centers the 
reports are encouraging, the only ex- 
ception being from the Eastern cotton 
mills whose difficulties are not settled, 
and it is feared some of them will be 
compelled to close on acount of the re- 
fusal of the employes to accede to a 
reduction in the wage scale. The labor 
situation presents few new features of 
special interest, the only strike of im- 
portance reported being at the cotton 
mills in New England, and it is expect- 
ed that this will spread to all the mills 
in which a reduction in wages had been 
ordered. In this city there has been 
some trouble among the garment mak- 
ers and cigarette makers, but it was 
not serious, and the strike of house- 
smiths has ceased to prove burdensome. 
The principal agricultural staples have 
ruled moderately firm, though cotton 
has shown a weakening tendency. 
Wheat opened on Monday at 97%c. and 
gradually advanced to 994%c. which was 
reached on Friday, though the close 
was at 98%c. Corn has varied from 
22%c. to 23%c., closing at 23c. Oats have 
searcely varied from 2844c. Cotton has 
had a narrow range—5.68@5.77c.—with 
the close on Friday at 5.70c. The price 
of lard has varied little, showing no de- 
cided tendency either way, the average 
price at Chicago for January delivery 
being 4%c. The market for _ time 
money has not changed in 
its general features, the sup- 
ply still exceeding the demand, but 
with a good volume of business done. 
Rates at the close were 3 per cent. for 
60 to 90 days, and 3@3% per cent. for 
four months or longer. Money on call 
at the Stock Exchange has varied from 
2 to 8% per cent., with the average 
about 3 per cent., loans at 2 per cent. 
being made only on Friday, and this 
was the closing rate. Mercantile paper 
has been in incrasing demand, and 


In the following table are given the closing quvtations Friday night, 


as the supply showed some improve- 
ment an increased amount of business 
was the result. Rates at the close 
were 3% per cent. for 60 to 90 days’ 
indorsements, 3%4@4 per cent. for choice 
single names, four to six months to run, 
and 4@5 per cent. for other grades. 
The price of silver has advanced 
steadily during the past week, clos- 
ing on Friday at 584%@59c. per ounce 
for commercial bars and 58%@59%c. 
for government assay bars. Mexican 
dollars were quoted at 46%@47%c. 
The market for sterling exchange has 
varied from day to day, both as to 
rates and business, but as a whole 
was rather weaker and quieter than 
during the week preceding. Rates for 
actual business at the close were 
4.82% for 60 days, 4.84% for demand, 
and 4.85% for cables. The supply of 
grain and cotton bills was fair 
throughout the week, with rates some- 
what variable. Rates at the close 
were 4.82@4.82%. The Industrials, 
with the exception of Linseed Oil, all 
show a decline, but in no case is it im- 
portant. Trading in this class of se- 
curities has been below the average in 
all except Sugar, which has been ac- 
tive. The general list of securities 
dealt in on the Stock Exchange has 
been irregular, but on Friday de- 
veloped a weakness that extended to 
a wide range of securities. 

Sugar stock was strong on Monday, 
but later was weak, due to the action 
of the directors in deciding to return 
all surplus as a working capital and 
to make no distribution except in the 
way of regular dividends. There were 
also reports of expected competition 
and of losses in the coffee venture, 
which tended to cause a loss of con- 
fidence and the close on Friday was 
at 138%.

Sumatra Kerosene in India. 

The report on the trade of Bombay 
for last year refers to the future de- 
velopment of the kerosene oil trade in 
India by the opening up of the oil fields 
of Borneo, Java and Sumatra. The 
last-named country is already in touch 
with the Indian markets. The steam- 
ship Decima, which arrived in Bombay 
last week, discharged the first cargo of 
Sumatra kerosene which has come to 
this port. The cargo consisted of 20,604 
cases and 14,343 tins, and further ship- 
ments are expected. This kerosene was 
shipped by the Royal Dutch Oil Com- 
pany, whose wells are in the province 
of Langkat, Sumatra, the output from 
which was 345,000 cases in the month 
of May last, and the yield for this year 
is expected to reach 4,000,000 cases. 
This company has been supplying the 
China, Japan and Straits markets with 
kerosene until the beginning of this 
year, when it began to ship to Calcutta 
and Madras, and now both Bombay 
and Kurrachee will receive supplies 
from them. The agents in Bombay for 
this oil are Messrs. Ewart, Latham & 
Co., who are now arranging for the 
erection of a bulk oil installation.—In- 
dian Times.

Petroleum in the Duteh East Indies. 


The French Consul at Batavia re- 
ports that the production of petroleum 
in the Dutch East Indies increased 
from 3,770,200 liters in 1890 to 17,680,400 
liters in 1894, to 39,604,600 in 1895, and to 
64,104,300 in 1896. 

Thus it is seen the production in 
1896 is eighteen times as large as in 
1890, and since 1894 it may be said that 
it has almost doubled each year. 

Not content with disputing the in- 
terior progress of foreign petroleum, 
and with causing Russian and Ameri- 
can importations to withdraw in a 
large measure, the owners of tthe de- 
posits in the Malay Archipelago, and 
especially those of Sumatra, have com- 
menced to export to the neighboring 
territory. The following figures show 
the progressive march of this line of

Never before the year 1892 did the 
foreign sales reach the importance 
which they attained in that year, with 
a figure of almost 4,000,000 liters, and 
in a period of four years it had in- 
creased in a proportion of nine to one. 
This remarkable progress is a fact 
justly calculated to disturb Americans, 
and further information, which the 
newspapers of Batavia give, is to the 
effect that new pools, richer still than 
those of Sumatra, have recently been

A New Trade Mark Bill. 


Washington, Jan. 14, 1898. 
The Committee on Commerce is pre- 
paring to take up the question of trade 


mark legislation, a topic which has 
been before Congress in various forms 
for many years. The most active 


member of the committee in this behalf 
is Congressman Corliss 
who represents a large constituency 
engaged in the manufacture of phar- 
maceutical and medicinal preparations 
largely of a proprietary character. Mr. 
Corliss has made a canvass of the com- 
mittee, and has received assurances 
that a bill prepared by him will be 
favorably reported to the House in the 
near future. The measure provides for 
the registration of trade marks on bot- 
tles, siphons, butts, hogsheads, barrels, 
half-barrels, casks, half-casks, quarter- 
casks, kegs, boxes, tins and other re- 
ceptacles and vessels. The bill is sim- 
ilar in some respects to a measure 
which was favorably reported from the 
Committee on Commerce early in the 
Fifty-fourth Congress, and this fact 
will doubtless give it strength when it 
reaches the House calendar. 

The principal section of the bill pro- 
vides that all persons, firms and cor- 
porations engaged in manufacturing, 
bottling, packing or selling beverages, 
medicines, perfumery, compounds, etc., 
in the containers above described 
marked with proprietary names or de- 
vices “and used by them in commerce 
with foreign nations, or among the sev- 
eral States, or with the Indian tribes, 
or among or in the ierritories of the 
United States, or with or in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, may obtain registra- 
tion of such name or names or other 
marks or devices so used.”’ 


The bill further provides for the is- | 


suance of certificates of registration by 
the Commissioner of Patents which in 
any prosecution under the act shall be 
prima facie evidence of registration 
and also prima facie evidence that the 
person, firm, or corporation so regis- 
tered is the true owner of the contain- 
ers bearing the corresponding devices 
A penal section is provided prohibiting 
the use of containers bearing regis- 
tered devices by other parties than 
their owners in interstate commerce. In 
speaking of the outlook for the passage 
of his bill Mr. Corliss said to the “Re- 
porter’s’’ correspondent: 

“This measure has been somewhat 
modified since it was first introduced 
and I believe it is now entirely satis- 
factory to the interested trades. It has 
a two-fold purpose—to protect the man- 
ufacturer of products for which he has 
created a demand by reason of their 
high quality, purity, and general pop- 
ularity, and to guarantee to the con- 
sumer that he shall receive the article 
for which he pays.”’

About Pegamoid, 
BY L. LEFEVRE. 


Cellulose finds more and more indus- 
trial uses every day, and becomes more 
and more important in commerce. Ap- 
plications as inieresiing as they are 
unexpected have been found for it by 
the ingenuity of inventors. When, in 
1845, Schonbein thought of utilizing the 
explosive properties of niltro-cellulose or 
gun cotton, which Braconnot had dis- 
covered in 1833, and called xylodine, it 
never entered anybody’s mind that this 
product would become an indispensable 
auxiliary in photography. The clever 
photographers who first applied it to 
this use themselves without doubt never 
foresaw the enormous’ extension that 
would be the lot of the collodion pro- 
cess, 

In 1869 there was a novel and curi- 
ous use found for nitro-cellulose. The 
Englishman, Hyait, found that when 
this Was mixed and compressed with 
camphor it gave a hard elastic trans- 
parent material, susceptible of taking 
a splendid polish, and this product is 
now well known as celluloid. It easily 
lends itself to the most diverse appli- 
cations. Its success to begin with was 
very rapid, but later on grave faults 
were found with it, its great inflamma- 


bility and its troublesome change of 
form at high temperatures, Pegamoid 


is this product perfected, rendered only 
slightly, or not at all, inflammable, 
prevented from changing form under 
the influence of heat, and given suf- 
ficient suppleness and elasticity to keep 
it-from scaling, even when spread out 
in excessively thin layers, and this ar- 
ticle is greatly occupying the attention 
of the commercial and industrial world. 

Is pegamoid a real novelty? Its pro- 
moters affirm that it is patented, but 
they do not give the numbers of their 
patents. On the other hand, we are 
told that a long time since an English

house made an article very much re- 
sembling the pegamoid of to-day. They 
used, in making this product, the resi- 
dues of distillation of German spirits, 
and the manufacture of the article 
ceased because the distillatory appar- 
atus being perfected, no more residues 
were obtainable, and pure alcohol was 
considered to be too expensive. It is 
possible that pegamoid is simply an 
improvement on this article, but, in any 
case, it is infinitely better put upon the 
market, and the possible applications 
are better studied and much more nu- 
merous. 

Witt, in a recent number of Prome- 
theus, explained the origin of this new 
article of commerce. The inventor of 
the industry was a small English lith- 
ographer, whose business was in post-

of importance the _ illustrated posters 
have arrived in advertisement. The 
enterprises or businesses throughout 


the world which can do without adver- 
tisement are not numerous, and, per- 
haps, advertisement by posters, visible 
from afar off, is more important even 
than announcements in the newspapers. 
The compostion and get-up of these 
posters is extremely original, and very 
often they are due to distinguished art. 
ists. This small lithographer said to 
himself that it was a pily that these 
placards which cost so much in trouble 
and expense, being exposed to all the 
inclemencies of the weather, should be 
very quickly almost entirely defaced. 
He set his wits to work, therefore, to 
invent some plan of rendering them 
completely waterproof. Practically, 
great difficulties are in the way of this 
as regards the material of posiers. 
Lakes and varnishes have been known 
long since which are said to render the 
printed work impermeable, but outside 
of the fact that this impermeabilily is 
of a very doubtful nature, none of these 
lakes is completely colorless. White 
and delicate colors, when they are cov- 
ered over with one of these lakes, are 
considerably dulled, and, moreover, 
fade very rapidly in the sun. The lith- 
ographer knew all that before he com- 
menced to study his problem, and he 
eventually resolved it in so complete a 
fashion that he found no difficulty in 
finding large capitalists, who, after 
having bought from him his patents 
and his secrets, founded a joint stock 
company to exploit them under the 
name of Pegamoid. 


This singular name becomes easily 
understandable if an r is introduced be- 
tween the second and third letter. The 
word becomes then pergamoid, and ex- 
plains clearly enough that it is a sub- 
stance that has much analogy to parch- 
ment (parchment was invented at Per- 
gamus, now Bergamo, a town of My- 
sia). It may be asked why there has 
been left out. It is simply because 
under the law of nearly all countries 
only fancy names are accepted as trade 


marks, because otherwise the name 
would be common property, and it 
would not be fair to allow it to be 


reserved for an exclusive use. Thus the 
name acquires the legal protection by 
its apparent lack of meaning. 
Nitrated cellulose, alcohol and cam- 
phor enter into the compostion of pega- 
moid, that is to say, with the exception 
of ether, the essential elements of cel- 
luloid and of pegamoid are alike. But 
in addition to the bodies named, certain 
mixtures are incorporated which aug- 
ment the impermeability of the product, 
give it suppleness and destroy its in- 
flammability. The nature of these 
mixtures and the proportion in which 
they enter into the composition of peg- 
amoid is naturally kept as secret as 
possible, but it would not be surprising 
io find that castor oil is one of the in- 
gredients; its peculiar is well 
known and also the supple properties 
which it communicates to other bodies. 
Whaiever the exact ingredients may 


odor 





be, however, the inventor has succeeded 
in applying a substance resembling an 
excessively slight coat of cellulose by 
a cheap and simple process, and this 
may be applied to cloth, paper, leather, 
etc., and rendered so adhesive that it 








is impossible to separate it by mechan- 
ical means. Knowing the resistance of 
celluloid to chemical reagents and in 
general to many other influences, it is 
easy to understand that this new sub- 
stance called pegamoid communicates 
new properties to the objects to which 
it is applied, and that the majority of 
these, such as impermeability, facility 
of cleansing by sjmple washing, resist- 
ance to heat and to grease, acids, alka- 
lies, etc., are very valuable. What still 
further increases the value of these 
qualities is that pegamoid, which pos- 
sesses them itself, communicates them 
to all bodies to which it is applied with- 
out thvse losing their individuality. For

At present this factory is in the en- 
virons of Paris, but it is about to be 
transported to Petti Quevilly, near 


Rouen, where it will be in the proxim- 
ity of large chemical works and spirit 
distilleries. The supply of sulphuric 
and nitric acids and alcohol which are 
needed in large quantities in the prepa- 
ration of pegamoid will thus be at hand. 
Moreover, the port of Rouen allows cot- 


ton and camphor to enter duty free, 
and these are the principal raw ma- 
terials for the new product. I will not 


enter into details of the manfacture of 
pegamovoid, because this is not yet per- 
fected, and modifications and improve- 
ments are made every day with the ob- 


ject of ameliorating the final product. 
It will be interesting to return to the 
subject when a definite process is de- 
termined on. I cannot indicate all the 
applications of pegamoid. Their name 
is legion. I will merely note the most 
important, those which really seem to 
have a great practical interest in the 


future. 

Under the generic name of pegamoid 
tissue is indicated a calico covered 
with a more or less thick coat of pega- 
moid and then goffered, The coat of 
pegamoid is only on one side, but as it 


is applied by hot pressure it penetrates 
almost entirely through the thickness 
of the tissue, but it is on the surface 
nevertheless that most of it is found. 
Several coats of pegamoid may be thus 
employed, and from the point of view 


of resistance the tissue becomes of bet- 
ter quality, but its price increases, and 
of pegamoid 


in practice the quantity 

applied is limited to the amount suf- 
ficient to give the tissue the requisite 
qualities of solidity and impermeabil- 
ity. The strength of the grey cloth 
used depends upon the nature of (the 


product to be made. Thus, to make im- 
itation leather a thick cloth used, 
such as is employed for. velveieens. 
When more supple hangings de- 
sired the thickness of this is diminished 
a little. The manufacture of these ar-

ticles is very simple. The grey cloih 
is dyed a fast color, according (io the 
shade chosen, hen impregnated me- 
chanically with colored pegamoid and 
then goffered with the ordinary hoi 
irons used in this finishing process. 
One of the most interesting applica- 
tions found for pegamoid tissue is in 
these imitation leathers. As we have 
said, these are made by applying 
leather colored pegamoid to an uncut 


velveteen cloth dyed leather color, then 


goffering. The impermeability of peg- 
amoid allows very fine designs in reliei 


to be obtained. It is extremely diffi 
cull to distinguish (hese imilation leath 
ers from the real article except by ih 
smell, and they have the advantage of 
being as impermeable to water as the 
fatty bodies. These imitations can b 
rubbed with grease, and this can b« 
removed easily with soap wilhout 1 
imitation leather showing the leas. al- 
teration.

leather. Card cases, pocketbooks, etc., 
can be made up out of this imitation 
leather, and it is said they are as solid 


as the real thing itself, while the price, 
of course, is much lower. It is a capi- 
tal thing also for bookbindings, from 
the most luxurious, such as Morocco 
eather to the simplest “cloth,” and its 
properties make it very suitable for 
this use The same applies to office 
and desk articles which are no longer 
capable of being spoiled by ink spots. 
AS pegamoid tissue can replace 
leather, naturally all the = articles 
usually made of leather can be manu- 
factured out of it, that is to say such 
things as trunks and portmanteaus, 
saddles, cartridge cases, ete. They are 
quite impermeable and retain a cer- 
tain amount of suppleness and can 
easily be cleaned. Hose pipes and celt- 
ing for shafts made from it will not 
lengthen with use. Another use of 
pegamoid is for articles for the bed, 
such as mattresses, pillow slips, etc. 
which seems to be a happy solution of 
a problem which has often’ been 
studied, that is to say, to prevent ah 
humidity from penetrating the woolen 
and down. In this case also an ex- 
periment carried out for some time on 
a wholesale scale in the hospitals is 
necessary before it can be said that the 
luration of these impermeable quali- 
ties is sufficient. These experiments 
have already commenced in several 


hospitals in Paris. The preparation of 
the cloth for these purposes entails the 





application of a great number of coats 
of pegamoid; from ten to twelve are 
put on, The manufactured cloth, there- 
fore, is rather stiff, but not much stiffer 
than usual, and it is absolutely imper- 
meable, Cloth blinds and hangings are 
made more impermeable in the same 
fashion, and they are much lighter than 
when made in the usual way. In cloth- 
ing pegamoid is recommended for the 
inside cloth of boots. Pegamoid body 
inen can be cleaned by a simple quick 
\ashing. Carpets passed through peg- 
amoid can be washed, soaped, rubbed 
vith any composition, without leaving 
1 trace, even when the colors and tis- 
sues are the most delicate. It may be 


remarked that the carpets are not pre- 
pared in advance. An ordinary choice 
of a carpet is made, and then this is 
sent to pegamoided. The price of 
this treatment largely compensated 
by the advantages which are obtained 
from it, as stains of all sorts are taken 
out of the carpet very easily with soap

Production of Lead in 1897. 


The total production of lead in the 
United States in 1897, including that 
which was derived from foreign ore 
and bullion, was 279,118 short tons, 
against 254,851 short tons in 1896. This 
production was distributed as follows, 
the corresponding figures for 1896. be- 
ing given in brackets: Desilverized 
domestic lead, 144,791 short tons (135,332 
short tons); soft lead, 42,225 short tons 
(33,428 short tons); antimonial lead, 
7,514 short tons (5,932 short tons); total 
domestic, 194,530 short tons (174,692 
short tons); foreign, 84,588 short tons 





(80,159 short tons). It appears, there- 
fore, that the increase in production 
last year was generally distributed 


among the sources of domestic supply, 
though the increase was proportional- 
ly greater in the case of soft lead than 
with any of the other classes, The 
production of soft lead is derived en- 
tirely from Missouri and Kansas, 
chiefly from the southeastern corner of 
the former State. These mines possess 
large bodies of low grade ore, which 
can be dressed and smelted very cheap- 
ly, and there is, consequently, a regu- 
lar tendency toward increase in output 
from this district, especially when the 
price of lead is favorable, as it was 
throughout 1897. The figures which we 
report as the production of soft lead 
do not now represent the production of 
Missouri and Kansas, as they formerly 
did, since, during late years, the smelt- 
ers of argentiferous ores have been 
drawing considerable supplies from the 
Joplin district, which have been smelt- 
ed with silver-bearing ores, and the 
lead being subsequently desilverized is, 
of course, reported under that classifi- 
cation. Ore from the Joplin district 
has even been carried so far west as 
Colorado, at times when certain smelt- 
ers of that State were short in their 
lead supply. 

The increase in the production of de- 
silverized lead, both foreign and do- 
mestic, is attributable to the high price 
of lead which ruled during the Summer, 
when, notwithstanding the drop of 10c. 
per ounce in the value of silver, the 
higher price realized for their lead con- 
tents made such ores as those of the 
Bingham District in Utah, and the 
Coeur d’Alene in Idaho net more per 
ton than they had done previously. 
Moreover, mining operations have been 
earried on generally in the Rocky 
Mountains with great activity in 1897, 
so that although there have been no 
important new discoveries of silver- 
lead ores there has been a natural in- 
crease in production. 

The sources of domestic lead supply 
continued the same in 1897 as in the 
previous year, that is to say, by far 
the greater part came from the Coeur 
d’Alene in Idaho, and from Leadville in 
Colorado. The mines of Bingham Can- 
yon in Utah, and Castle, Barker, Nei- 
hart and Glendale in Montana were 
also large producers. 

The silver-lead smelting industry in 
the United States in 1897 was carried on 
chiefly, as heretofore, at Denver, Pu- 
eblo and Leadville in Colorado, and 
Salt Lake City in Utah. At Denver 
there were two works in operation, at 
Pueblo three, at Leadville one, and at 
Salt Lake City three. The two large 
works in Montana ran chiefly on ore 
from that State and Idaho, while the 
two works .n Washington drew large 
supplies from British Columbia. A new 
plant was put in operation at Critten- 
den, Arizona, to smelt ores mined in 
that vicinity, and the construction of 
works at Cerrillos, New Mexico, was 
commenced. A new plant of small ca- 
pacity was run for a short time at 
Twin Bridges, Montana, and one of the 
furnaces of the Hecla Works at Glen- 
dale, which had been idle for some 
time, was put again in operation. The 
old works of the St. Louis Smelting 
and Refining Company at St. Louis, 
Mo., which had been idle for a long 
time, were again put in blast to smelt 
ores from Southeastern Missouri. 

The foreign lead was imported almost 
entirely from British Columbia and 
Mexico, chiefly from the latter country. 
A large part of this was in the form of 
ore and bullion, which was smelted in 
bond, the desilverized lead being ex- 
ported. This work has been carried on 
for many years by the refiners of the 
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Atlantic seaboard, but in 1897 certain 
refiners of Denver entered the same 
field, smelting in bond ores imported 
from British Columbia, and shipping 
the lead to Liverpool by way of Gal- 
veston. The lead production of British 
Columbia increased through the general 
activity of mining in that section, and 
probably has amounted to upwards of 
10,000 tons in 1897. The production of 
Mexico was probably in the vicinity of 
70,000 metric tons, which is an increase 
over 1896. All of the Mexican lead is 
brought into the United States, either 
in the form of ore or bullion, with the 
exception of an insignificant amount 
which goes to Hamburg for refining. 
THE NEW YORK LEAD MARKET IN 1897, 
The year just ended will iong be re- 
membered in the history of lead on ac- 
count of the large fluctuations which 
the article was subjected to during its 
entire course. We had pointed out in 
our last review that during 1896 the 
price of lead had at one time fallen to 
the lowest on record—in August, when 
2.60c. New York was established. This 
great depression was brought about 
mainly by the adverse influences cre- 


| ated by the financial panic, as a result 


principally of the silver agitation and 
the approaching national election, dur- 
ing which time a very marked falling 
off in consumption of lead was notice- 


| able; there was also a somewhat larger 


production, though not at all exorbi- 
tant; both of these was more than the 
market could stand at that period. 
During the year under review, a 
change in most of these conditions was 
noticeable. The hopeful views which 
the satisfactory result of the elections 
produced greatly stimulated all enter- 
prises and commerce in general, and 
lead greatly profited thereby. Besides, 
it became known long before the pres- 
ent administration entered office that 
it was the intention of the Republican 
party to again thoroughly revise the 
tariff in favor of protection, and it was 
anticipated that additional duties 
would be placed on lead, while natur- 
ally nobody could foresee the actual 
changes that might be made. In any 
case, the low range of values estab- 
lished put consumers on their guard, 
and they were all desirous of laying in 
larger stocks than they usually carried, 
while to a very large extent the atten- 
tion of speculators was drawn to the 
favorable condition of the metal. Thus 
the lowest prices on record during the 
whole year were those established early 
in January, when limited transactions 
took place at 8c.; but very soon prices 
commenced to advance, and from week 
to week higher values were recorded. 
The beginuing of February saw the 
metal at 34%c., and when, in the middle 
of that month, the Ways and Means 
Committee recommended an advance 
in the rates of duty from \c. to ec. per 
lb., the price quickly advanced to 3.30c., 
followed by a still rising market dur- 


ing March, when 3.424%4c. was freely 
paid. 
Rumors were then current that the 


new tariff bill might become operative 
from April 1, and,in consequence there- 
of, on round quantities of lead—say 
about 3,000 tons—held in bond, the duty 
of lc. was paid. When this became 
known prices eased off somewhat, the 
more so as it soon became apparent 
that the new customs bill could not be 
passed by Congress for some little time 
to come, and during April 3.25c. was 
reached, at which figure prices re- 
mained fairly steady up to the middle 
of June. 

It then became evident that the sup- 
porters of higher lead duties found fa- 
vor with the legislators. As soon as 
the trade realized this a very brisk de- 
mand set in and buying became very 
general, so that by the end of June a 


quick advance brought prices up to 
34%4c., which advance was accentuated 


in the course of July, in the third week 
of which the rather high price of 3.85c. 
New York was established, which was 
the highest price since the fall of 1893. 

This very large advance was followed 
by a natural reaction, during which 
values declined somewhat, and at the 
beginning of August 3.65c. was accept- 
ed, but the decline was only of a tem- 
porary nature, as when the duty be- 
came operative at lfc. for lead con- 
tained in ores and 2%c. on pig lead, 
which prevented any foreign material 
from being imported or retained in this 
market, soon prices commenced to 
climb up again, and by the end of Aug- 
ust the 4c. mark was reached. 

At this time the speculative feeling 
was predominant all over the country, 
guided mainly by the enormous ad- 
vance on stocks and bonds, and this 
culminated in a mad rush on the part 
of consumers and dealers, which about 
the middle of September drove prices 
up to 4%c., the highest of the year, a 








figure not reached since 1891. After 
that the market became dull, but ruled 
fairly steady. 

In October, however, a heavy decline 
commenced, and very soon 4c. was 
reached, while in November marked 
signs of weakness were noticeable, and 
with free selling for account of West- 
ern producers, the market soon settled 
down to 3.70c., which figure reigned 
until the end of December. 

While the large advance of about 45 
per cent. on the values ruling at the 
beginning of the year could not be ex- 
actly wondered at, the reaction was 
due to natural circumstances. Twelve 
months ago we pointed out that, when 
lead was at its lowest, production in 
Missouri was constantly on the _ in- 
crease, and, although operations were 
not very profitable, if at all, it stands 
to reason that after an advance of 
about 1%c. per Ib. of lead, or $30 per 
ton, production would be greatly stimu- 
lated. Not only did the older mines in- 
crease their output, but as soon as it 
became apparent that higher duties 
would be levied on lead, active pros- 
pecting was carried on in Missouri, 
with the result that next year their 
output will be even more felt, and their 
operations ought to be remunerative 
wherever only fair deposits of lead ores 
exist. 

When lead mined in conjunction 
with silver and gold, the fluctuations 
in the price of silver must materially 
influence the value of these ores, and 
during the enormous decline which sil- 
ver suffered the past summer these 
ores naturally declined in value for 
their silver tents, which was only in 
part offset by the higher value of 
the lead contained therein. Still, 
far as can be judged at the time of go- 
ing to press, the output of lead-silver 
ores has under the circumstances held 
its own, and perhaps a slight increase 
will be found. 

Rather heavy supplies have come in 
during the year from British Colum- 
bia, where the production of lead, es- 
pecially in the Kootenay district, has 
increased considerably, and the proba- 
bility is that that country will continue 
to add material quantities to the lead 
yesources of the world. These ores are

Generally speaking, the conditions of 
trade in the lead market were during 
the year very satisfactory and healthy. 
It is true, manufacturers complained 
when prices were at their highest point 
during September and October of dif- 
ficulties in selling their products at a 
prefit, but consumers will unquestion- 
ably soon be accustomed to the higher 
range of values, and it can be fairly as- 
sumed that consumption during 1898 
will be even better than during 1897.- 
Engineering and Mining Journal.

The Cinchona Plantations of Madras 


According to the report on the Gov- 
ernment cinchona plantations of 
Madras for 1896-97, issued by the India 
Office, the season during that year was, 
on the whole, decidedly favorable to 
the growth and condition of the cin- 
chona. The report states that on the 
Dodabetta estate the trees, as a whole, 
are looking exceedingly healthy and 
vigorous. This satisfactory condition 
is largely due to the fact that the es- 
tate has never been very heavily 
cropped, and that, unlike the planta- 
tions of Nedivattam and Hooker, only 
a small proportion of its total area is 
growing a second crop of cinchona,. The 
results of the coppicing in recent years 
have been fairly satisfactory, but in 
many instances the growth of shoots 
from the stools is extremely slow. With 
the aid of manure and high cultivation 
it is hoped that the regeneration by 
coppice will prove a Stools 
which entirely fail to make growth will 
be dug out, and their places supplied 
by healthy young plants grown in bas- 
kets. During the year 1,775 acres were 
coppiced, the yield of dry bark being 
65,066 pounds. The number of plants 
put out during the year was 15,801, but 
these cannot be considered as additions 
to the estate, as they served only to

supply vacancies in the plantings of 
previous years. 

The Nedivattam estate, which pre- 
sents a very uneven appearance as 
compared with Dodabetta (owing to the 
want of uniformity in the species 
grown and to the fact that a consid- 
erable proportion of the total area has 
been replanted after the uprootal of the 
original trees), has certainly improved 
in condition during the year. This im- 
provement, though due in some meas- 
ure to the favorable season, may also 
be attributed to more liberal cultiva- 
tion. The area under original planting, 
which at the beginning of the year was 
only 137.21 acres, was still further re- 
duced during the year by the uprootal 
of 20 acres, leaving 117.21 acres of the 
original planting standing at the end 
of the year. Of the remaining area of 
this estate 165.01 acres carry a second 
crop of trees ranging from nine months 
to sixteen years of age, and 69.88 acres 
are lying fallow. It has been found ad- 
visable, as a general rule, to allow land 
which has grown cinchona for thirty 
years and upward, a period of at least 
six years fallow, and there no 
doubt that the natural recuperative 
power of soils can be increased by ju- 
dicious treatment while under fallow, 
it is proposed to work the soil deeply 
after a plot has uprooted and 
grow crops of leguminous plants which 
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will be worked into the soil annually 
until the plot is again planted with 
cinchona. 

This treatment, supplemented by a 







dressing of lime and cattle manure be- 
fore a plot is replanted, should prove 
effectual in restoring the elements of

Of the total area of the Hooker es- 
tate, i. e., 196.48 acres, there are only 
10.59 acres under original planting, 





while 185.89 acres are growing a second 
of cinchona. In exposed situa- 
tions and where the the 
growth of the trees is not satisfactory, 
but where the conditions are more fa- 
vorable the cinchonas are looking very 
well. It intended to plant up the 
most exposed ridges and fields on this 
estate with eucalyptus, as it has been 
found that such land will grow a sec- 
ond crop of cinchona successfully. 

During the year under review 10,400 
crown bark plants were put out to sup- 
ply in the planting of pre- 
vious years. 

Particular attention has been paid to 
the nurseries during the year in view 
of the fact that the successful replant- 
ing of land from which cinchonas have 
been uprooted a matter of consid- 
erable difficulty. At Dodabetta 38,000 
and at Nedivattam 53,940 plants were 
transplanted into plant baskets filled 
with a mixture of manure and rich soil. 
It anticipated that by the use of 
these plant baskets the percentage of 
failures in next season's planting will 
be considerably reduced. 

The total quantity of bark harvested 
during the year was 186,867 pounds. 

The actual quantity of bark remain- 
ing in store at the close of last year 
was 300,030 pounds, During the year 
under review 186,867 pounds were har- 
vested, making a total of 486,897 
pounds. Of this total 240,146 pounds 
were disposed. of during the year as 
shown below:

Owing to the late arrival of the fusel- 
oil which was indented for in Novem- 
ber, 1895, but which did not arrive un- 
til May, 1896, work in the factory was 
not commenced until May 27. From 
that date, with the exception of an in- 
terval during the Christmas holidays, 
the manufacture of quinine and febri- 
fuge was carried on continuously to the 
the year. The total quantity 
of bark worked up during the year was 
238,100 Ibs., consisting of 237,000 Ibs. 
crown, hybrid and magnifolia barks 
and 1,100 Ibs. of red bark. From this 
amount of raw material were extracted 
7,891 Ibs. quinine and 3,350 Ibs. febri- 
fuge, or a total of 11,241 Ibs. alkaloids. 

At the of last year the stock 
of quinine was 2,880 Ibs., and during 
the year under review 7,891 Ibs. were 
manufactured, giving a total of 10,771 
Ibs, The issues during the year 
amounted to 5,90844 lbs., leaving a 
balance in hand of 4,8621%4 Ibs.

The Scottish Mineral Oil Trade. 


In the reviews which are given 
month by month throughout the year, 
our readers are kept informed of the 
condition of the mineral oil trade in 
Scotland. It is therefore unnecessary 
to enter into an elaborate history of 
the year which has just ended. Unfor- 
tunately, like too many of those years 
which immediately preceded it, 1897 
has been one of retrogression rather 
than of progress. Before the year had 
advanced far, the Caledonian Oil Com- 
pany, one of the least, found it nec- 
essary to go into liquidation; but as 
the workmen, rather than be thrown 
aut of employment, agreed to accept 
lower wages, the liquidator was en- 
abled to keep the works going in the 
interests of the creditors. Much more 
serious was the case of the Clippens 
Co. After passing through a time of 
great trial the creditors were grati- 
fied by having a credit balance at the 
end of the first six months of the pres- 
ent financial year, when, as the result 
of an interdict obtained by the Edin- 
burgh and District Water Trust, it was 
found necessary to close the works. 
The consequence has been the extinc- 
tion of flourishing villages of Straiton 
and Loanhead, in Mid-Lothian, while 
the company is still engaged in costly 
litigation. Among the large companies 
the Broxburn paid 74% per cent. An- 
other company, the Dalmeny, has just 
decided to pay a similar sum to its 
ordinary shareholders, besides paying 
5 per cent, to the holders of preference 
shares. Taken all round, the results 
were very discouraging, and that they 
were not more so is only due to the 
reduced of production by the in- 
troduction of the latest improvements 
in plant, and the most rigid economy 
in every department of work. In the 
beginning of the year burning oil was 
realizing from 64d. to 644d., according 
to the quality, but, owing to the keen 
competition of American and Russian 
oils, the price fell a halfpenny per gal- 
lon at the opening of the winter season. 
The year closed with the price at 6%d. 
to 7d. per gallon. It is pleasing to be 
able to report that during the month 
of December the demand has been ex- 
eceptionally good, deliveries having 
been well maintained. Latterly the 
weather has been very mild, but with 
the spell of cold weather, which it is 
not unnatural to expect soon, the 
stocks on hand would be quickly 
cleared out. Lubricating oils have kept 
pretty steady throughout the year, 
though, Was to be expected, the 
was injuriously affected by the 
dispute which has been going on in 
the engineering trade since midsum- 
mer, the result being a slight decrease 
in values. At the beginning of the 
year the quotations ranged from £5 
to £7 per ton, according to gravity and 
quality, while now they may be given 
at from £4 15s. to £6 10s. In referring 
to this article it may be mentioned that 
a slight reduction has taken place in 
the value of American oils during De- 
cember. All things considered, there is 
a good demand for the higher grades 
of Scotch lubricating oils. When the 
year began, paraffin wax and scale 
seemed to have touched bottom, for 
they were quoted at 14d. to 24d. per 
Ib., according to degrees of refinement, 
but as the price of the American 
product was soon lowered the home 
makers had to follow suit, the quo- 
tations then becoming 15¢d. for raw 
scale, to 2d. per Ib. for 120 degrees 
semi-refined wax. At present there is 
a large business in wax. Now that the 
pressure of the Christmas demand for 
candles is over, the makers of that ar- 
ticle will be somewhat easier until the 
turn of the year. Prices remain as 
they have done for a month or two 
at the very low figure of 2s, 4d. to 2s. 
6d. per dozen pounds. The value of 
sulphate of ammonia presents a sad 
contrast now to what it did in 1882, 
when the price reached the high-water 
mark of £21 per ton. In the begin- 
ning of the past summer the quotation 
had declined to the exceptionally low 
figure of £7 10s. per ton, but since 
then there has been a steady improve- 
ment, and the year closes with the 
price firm at £9 2s. 6d. for prompt de- 
livery. There is nothing doing for for- 
ward delivery. Naphtha, of which 
there is only a limited output, has been 
well bought up throughout the year, 
and the dense fogs in the latter days 
of December caused it to be in much 
The current quotation is 64d.

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Cinchona Bark in 1897. 


The year has been eventful in the 
great rise in value compared with 1896. 
The excessive shipments from Java a p- 
pear to have reached their maximum, 
after the very rapid growth of the pre- 
vious fifteen years, and the same causes 
as have led to the almost exhaustion 
of many cinchona plantations in Cey- 
lon, whence we received much as 
12,000,000 pounds ten years ago, against 
1,000,000 pounds this year, induce many 
to think that Java will decrease her 
production for some years. Whatever 
the causes may be, the Java shipments 
are only 8,750,000 pounds, against 10,- 
333,333 1-3 pounds last year. Ceylon 
has not increased her supply, nor India 
to any extent, and South America has 
not recommenced, and Bolivia sent but 
trifles, mostly for druggists’ purposes.

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The Position of Cod Liver Oil. 


The continued depression in cod- 
liver oil has been one of the regret- 
table features of our markets for some 
time. Up to October holders were 
hopeful of a revival with the advent 
of this month, but when October went 
by, and then November, and little im- 
provement was seen, despair began to 
take possession of some sellers. The 
consumption in this country during the 
last two or three months has been so 
small in comparison with what it ought 
to have been that even the mildness of 


the weather has not seemed to many 
sufficient reason to account for the 
small business. In this predicament 


other likely causes have been sought, 
and a favorite one has been brought 
forward in the statement that emul- 
sions are pushing out cod-liver oil. Of 
course, the best-known emulsion used 
in place of cod-liver oil, pure and simple, 
is one which contains cod-liver oil—the 
malt and oil emulsion. If this were 
merely supplanting the taking of cod- 
liver oil by itself, and were taken in 
the same there would  neces- 
sarily be a reduction in the amount of 
cod-liver oil taken. But we _ believe 
that the introduction of malt and oi) 
would be more likely to act the other 
way. It will be granted that many 
persons can take malt and oil who 
cannot take the oil alone, and most of 
those who have no great objection to 
the taste of the oil prefer that of the 
malt and oil. This would mean a 
greater number of persons consuming 
cod-liver oil, and would induce the tak- 
ing of larger doses, two effects which 
we think would more than make up for 
the reduction consequent on the sub- 
stitution of a mixture of, say, half oil 
and half malt extract, for the oil 
alone. 

In our opinion, therefore, the con- 
sumption of cod-liver oil is not likely to 
decrease owing to the greater use of 
the emulsion of cod-liver oil and malt 
What other substitute, then, 
be the displacer?

2. *Hargreaves-Bird process. The 
electromotive force is 3.4 volts, and the 
electrolytic effect, i. e., the percentage 
of electricity utilized in chemical ac- 
tion, is 80. One h.p. (electric) makes 
1,025 francs worth of marketable output 
from 625 francs’ worth of materials—a 
gain of 64 per cent. 

Electrolytic Manufacture of Chlor- 
ates.—The first to observe the forma- 
ation of potassium chlorate when the 
chloride is electrolyzed was Klobe, but 
many years elapsed afterward before 
Gall and Montlaur succeeded in mak- 
ing the method an industrial one. 
reaction is not due to the oxidation of 
the chloride, but to a secondary effect 
on the hypochlorite first formed. Now, 
the latter is rapidly acted upon by hy- 
drogen, and hence must be preserved 
from contact with the cathode. Gall 
and Montlaur’s success was due _ to 
their discovery of a means of securing 
this condition, which is done by means 
of a diaphragm, the construction of 
which is kept secret. The solution cf 
potassium chloride flows from the 
cathode, where it becomes charged 
with caustic potash, to the anode, 
where the caustic alkali reacts with 
the chlorine which is there set free. The 
cathodes are made of iron, or, preter- 
ably, of nickel, and, as carbon reacts 
with chlorates, the anodes are not made 
of that substance, but of an alloy of 90 
percent. platinum, and 10 per cent. irid- 
ium, They are only one-tenth of a 
millimetre thick, and are fixed to sheets 
of iron, which are protected elsewhere 
by indiarubber. It is important to keep 
the solution in the neighborhood of the 
anode slightly alkaline, as any chlorine 
which is allowed to wait for caustic 
potash will at once attack the platinum 
sooner than remain idle. 


As heat is mecessary to convert the 
hypochlorite formed by the electric 
forces into chlorate, a temperature of 
50 degrees to 60 degrees C. is maintain- 
ed. The work is done with 5 volts and 
at a density of 1,000 amperes per square 
metre. The solution electrolysed is a 
25 per cent. solution of potassium chlo- 
ride. The chlorate of potash, not very 
soluble in water, is much less so in the 
liquid in contact with which it is 
formed and crystalizes out as it forms 
The yield of chlorate is from 65 to 70 
per cent. Chlorate of soda is prepared 
in a similar way, but as it is very sol- 
uble in water it has to be separated 
from the unchanged sodium chloride by 
evaporation, when it remains in the 
mother liquors. Another inconvenience 
attaches to this great solubility, as a 
part of the salt remaining in solution is 
in its turn attacked by the current, 
which causes a waste both of chlorate 
and of electricity. 

The Gall and Montlaur process was 
first worked on a large scale at Villers- 
sur-Hermes. A factory at Vallorbes 
works it with water-power (3,000 h. p.) 
from the waterfall of Saut-du-Day. The 
same company is setting up a larger 
factory at St. Jean de Maurienne, in 
Savoy. 

The Elektricitat-Actien Gesellschaft, 
formerly Schuckeri & Co., has patented 
the following process: To the solution 
of potassium chloride 2 to 3 per cent. uf 
the bi-carbonate are added, and during 
the electrolysis a current of carbonic 
acid is passed through the liquid, in or- 
der to prevent the formation of any free 
caustic potash. The bi-carbonate not 
being so good a conductor as caustic 
potash, less electricity is wasted with 
this modification of the process. 
bonate of calcium or barium is added, 
the chlorates of those metals are ob- 
tained. 

Kellner proposes to add to the solu- 
tion of potassium chloride 3 per cent. of 
lime or magnesia, and to keep them in 
suspension. The lime seizes chlorine at 
the anode, and forms chlorate of cal- 
cium, which forms potassium chlorate 
by double decomposition with the po- 
tassium chloride. Part, however, of the 
calcium chlorate is carried to the cath- 
ode, and when it meets with the caus- 
tic potash there it forms more potas- | 
sium chlorate, and the lime is repro- 
duced. The chloride and calcium is de- 
composed by the current, forming chlo- 
rine and lime. Hence all the lime is 
reproduced, and its action is therefore 
continuous, while waste of electricity 
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is avoided by the solution remaining al- 
most entirely free from caustic alkali 
during the process. Special laboratory 
investigation into the production of 
chlorates has been made by M. Oettel. 
He finds that chlorate of potassium is 
a very bad conductor even at 75 de- 
gress C., and that the electrolysis of 
the potassium chloride takes place in 
the following steps: By the action of the 
chlorine on caustic potash, hypochlorite 
is formed, and this is parily reduced 
to chloride at the cathode, and partly 
reacts with the oxide of chlorine, there- 
by formed. The chlorate can be formed 
directly if an excess of free caustic 


| potash is present, and as no hypochlo- | 


rite is formed no diaphragm is wanted. 
On the other hand, the presence of 
caustic potash causes loss of electric- 
ily.

LINSEED OIL.—The market shows 
continued strength, but outside of this 
fact there is little to be said. While 
prices have not quotably advanced, the 
underlying tone is extremely 
round lots being held at 3%c., with 40c. 
asked for small parcels. Stocks are 
moderate, owing largely to a judicious 
curtailment of the output in certain 
quarters. The inquiry is somewhat bet- 
ter than a week ago and exhibits an 
improvement over that for the same 
Season a year ago. Ouiside of the con- 
sumptive demand, which may be called 
brisk for the season, there is a dispo- 
sition to buy for future use, which is 
not being very largely encouraged by 
crushers. The outlook, on the whole, 
appears rather favorable to a further 
advance.

The weekly bulletin of the registrar— 
posted on ’Change on Tuesday—showed 
an increase of 2,519 bushels in local 
stocks at the beginning of the week. 
although as compared with the quan- 
tity in public storage a year ago, the 
amount in sight here is considerably 
less than half as great. The numerical 
difference is 1,051,461 bushels. So far 
as the quality of Chicago stocks is con- 
cerned, the inspection department re- 
ports virtually no change. Stocks of 
flax were also reported to have in- 
creased at both Duluth and Minne- 
apolis—32,438 bushels at the first named 
point and 10,221 at the latter. These 
several official statements show a total 
gain of 55,778 bushels at the three chief 
centers of receipt and distribution in 
the Northwest. A year ago the aggre- 
gate of stocks at these points exceeded 
the present quantity in sight by more 
than 1,800,000 bushels—or about 97 per 
cent. A summary of the official reports 
of stocks at Chicago, Duluth and Min- 
neapolis on the respective dates indi- 
cated above is given in the subjoined

Arrivals have been very light; in 
fact, lighter than had been expected. 
Only 75 cars have been _  inspect- 
ed in, as against 102 cars last week 
and 128 the week before that. Of this 


week’s total, 53 cars were graded as No. 
1 Northwestern, 18 as regular No. 1, 3 
as rejected, and 1 as no grade. The out- 
ward movement has nearly trebled that 
of last week. There were reported in- 
spected out,in all, 2,162 bushels, as 
aginst 7,626 bushels last week and 33,727 
a fortnight ago. Of this week’s with- 
drawals 8,190 bushels were classed as 
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local, and 14,439 were of No. 1 North- 
western. 

The cash and speculative markets 
have both shown considetable strength. 
The holiday dullness constituted a fea- 
ture at the opening, but this did not 
prevent a gradual recovery to $1.22 for 
No. 1 Northwestern, the market clos- 
ing at $1.2%. Offerings have been com- 
paratively light, and readily absorbed 
by crushers, whose interest in the seed 
market is one of the hopeful symptoms 
of the situation. Ordinary No. 1 has 
usually ruled about four cents under 
No. 1 Northwestern, with here and 
there an isolated car from the North- 
west commanding better prices. Lower 
grades have been chiefly nominal. The 
early decline in prices may be attrib- 
uted to a desire to realize on the part 
of “longs.” Meanwhile, there is little 
doubt that nearly all the seed in the 
Northwest is centered in few strong 
hands, who are both capable and dis- 
posed to hold it firmly. Speculative in- 
terest has been rather tame. January 
has been nominally at about the same 
price as ordinary No. 1, but there have 
been few sales. There has been mod- 
erate trading in May (for the most part 
in small lots) at about the same price 
as No. 1 Northwestern. Apparently 
these quotations place cash and May 
seed on the same level. Such an im- 
pression is inherently and widely in- 
correct. The apparent “spread” be- 
tween’cash and May flax (in market 
quotations) is based on ordinary regu- 
lar No. 1 seed, which is really the basis 
of all contracts when the highest grade 
is not expressly specified. May closed 
to-day with sellers at $1.22; No. 1 
Northwestern at one-half cent better, 
and regular No. 1 at about $1.18, with 
no sales reported. 

FLAXSEED AT DULUTH.—Very 
little business is reported, although the 
market appears by no means to lack 
a “sustaining prop.”’ Receipts are light 
(fewer cars being received here than at 
Minneapolis), but there are practically 
no shipments. Prices are almost whol- 
ly nominal. Being absolutely under 
the control of a few holders, they are 
searcely worth quoting. A moderate 
increase in stocks has occurred; but 
some way or other the parties who ap- 
pear to control the crop seem to have a 
“soft side’ toward Minneapolis. More 
Northwestern seed is being sent there 
than to Duluth, 

OIL CAKE.—tTrading has been prac- 
tically at a standstill this week, no 
sales of any importance being reported. 
While there is yet very little spot cake 
in sight, producers have lowered quo- 
tations for prompt shipment from $22@ 
21.50 per ton. The advance in both rail- 
road and ocean freights, however, has 
been unfavorable to the transaction of 
business, and the reduction in the ask- 
ing price not being proportioned to the 
views of sellers, there has been virtual- 
ly no inquiry for export account. There 
continues to be a fair, seasonable in- 
quiry for meal, which is moving into 
consumption at a normal gait and may 
be quoted at the customary advance 
over unground cake, i. e., at $22.50 per 
ton for car loads, with smaller quan- 
tities at the usual advance. 

OLEO OIL.—As was reported prob- 
able a week ago, the Dutch oleo mar- 
ket has shown a slightly easier feeling. 
Buyers have been less urgent than sel- 
lers, and in consequence extra grades 
declined from 38 florins, early in the 
week, to 37fl. later, with only 36fl. bid at 
the close. There is no reason to an- 
ticipate any decided reaction for some 
weeks to come, neither melters nor 
holders being anxious to store goods at 
this season. Sales off oleo at Rotter- 
dam for the period under review are 
estimated at 2,500 tierces, as against 
2,300 the week before, and 1,500 a fort- 
night ago. A little No. 2 oil brought 
31@32fl. It would seem to be almost 
impossible .that the Holland market 
should fail to feel the influence of a 
continuance of free exportation. This 
week's exports have been about 6,430 
tierces, and those for the week before 
6,540. Stocks in first hands at Rotter- 


a 
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dam have increased 1,500 tlerces during 
the week, being at present estimated at 
about 5,500 tierces. Neutral lard has 
not sympathized with the American 
market as closely as with the course 
of oleo abroad. It is holding its own 
fairly well, but is in only moderate re- 
quest, and buyers are clamoring for 
concessions. The same statement ‘vir- 
tually) applies to cottonseed oil at Rot- 
terdam. The local oleo market con- 
tinues quiet and featureless. Prices 
rather favor buyers, but no material 
improvement in inquiry can be noted, 

LARD OIL.—The market for the bet- 
ter grades continues to rule firm at 
the advance noted a week ago, and 
the continuance of the improved 
tone has not been without its in- 
fluence on buyers. The inquiry is not 
only more active, but also, in many in- 
stances, for larger parcels, indicating 
a growth of confidence on the part of 
purchasers. Consumption is about nor- 
mal for the season. Pressers quote ex- 
tra at 37 cents, and extra No. 1 at 34. 
The light demand for lower grades has 
resulted in a slight lowering of prices- 
about one cent. There seems to be 
very little second-hand oil in sight, and 
at present the general outlook favors a 
steady market. 

LARD.—The market has been moder- 
ately active for both cash lard and 
speculative, offerings being limited and 
the demand fair. It has been also 
characterized by greater steadiness, 
fluctuations all around having been 
confined within a comparatively narrow 
range. There were several circum- 
stances favoring firmness; deliveries on 
January contracts were only moderate, 
and stocks of “‘regular’’ were reported 
reduced, as compared with a year ago. 
Early in the week under review prices 
were quotably steady, but later an 
easier feeling developed, prices reced- 
ing 74%@10c. At the close the feeling 
was steady. Advices from abroad were 
variable in character, although gener- 
ally favorable, and the shipping inquiry 
was fairly good, Choice cash lots, as a 
rule, commanded about the same price 
as January, opening at  $4.75@4.77%, 
selling up to $4.80, reacting to $4.67, 
and closing at $4.72%. There has been 
a fair inquiry for tank (loose) lard, 
usually at 37%@40c. under May. Leaf 
lard has ruled firm at $4.75, with a few 
sales on private terms, and has been in 
tolerably good request. These figures, 
however, are 12%c. under the outside 
price of last week. In the speculative 
market interest has centered chiefly in 
May delivery, which sold up from $4.80 
to $4.92%, and then fell off to $4.77%4, 
closing at $4.85. There has been mod- 
erate trading in January, and the 
“spread” between this future and May 
was narrowed to 10@12%c. This 
month’s delivery has ranged between 
$4.67% and $4.75, opening at $4.72% and 
closing at $4.72%. The only other fu- 
ture which attracted any attention was 
July. This option sold very sparingly, 
opening at $4.90, advancing to $4.95, 
selling off to $4.87% and closing at $4.95, 
The following table shows the closing 
quotations to-day for cash contract 
lard, together with those for January, 
May and July deliveries, as compared 
with the prices ruling a week ago and 
on the corresponding date of last year:

A very fine sample of Pen- 
ang cloves recently received from Lon- 
don has been the subject of much inter- 
est, both in Zanzibar and Pemba. This 
sample was specially selected to show 
what good cloves should be like when 
properly prepared for market. Several 
experiments have since been made with 
the object of ascertaining whether it is 
possible to obtain such good results in 
Zanzibar. Apparently it is not enough 
to bestow attention upon the drying 
only. It is necessary that the buds 
when they ripen should be picked sing- 
ly, not in bunches, as is usual in Zanzi- 
bar.”’

Classification of Millet Seed, Act 
of 1894. 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals has reversed a decision of the 
Circuit Court which reversed a decision 
of the Beard of General Appraisers af- 
firming the action of ‘the Collector at 
this port in assessing duty at 20 per 
cent., as a manufactured article (Sec. 
3, Act of 1894), on hulled millet seed 
imported by Kauffman Bros. The im- 
porters protested against the assess- 
ment on several grounds, especially 
claiming that the merchandise was 
dutiable at 10 per cent. ad valorem, as 
seed not specially provided for. 

Judge Lacombe wrote the opinion of 
the Court, which says: “The merchan- 
dise is millet pulp from which the hull 
has been removed; it will not, there- 
fore, germinate, and cannot be used for 
agricultural purposes. It has been de- 
stroyed as a seed.”’

Duty on Antitoxin, Tariff of 1894, 


In the suit of Victor Koechl against 
the United States, as to the proper 
classification of antitoxin in the tariff 
act of 1894, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals has affirmed a de- 
cision of the Circuit Court for this dis- 
trict, which reversed a decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers, which 
reversed the action of the Collector in 
assessing duty under paragraph 59 as a 
medicinal preparation. Judge Lacombe 
wrote the opinion. 

The Court says it is undoubtedly a 
medicinal preparation, and continues: 
“The importers contend that it should 


be admitted free of duty under para- 
graph 664 as vaccine virus, and cite 
the Century Dictionary on the mean- 
ing of the words.” 

The Court further says that ‘‘none of 
the other standard dictionaries, such 
as Webster, Worcester, Standard, etc., 
give any such definition of the phrase, 
and it would certainly require more 
than the mere ipse dixit of a contrib- 
utor to such a work to satisfy us that 
the words ‘vaccine virus’ are actually 
used with the meaning given by the 
Century by educated people.”

Perfumes from American Flowers. 


The New York Sun recently published 
the following from a correspondent at 


Los Angeles, Cal., which is so inaccu- 
rate that we republish it for purposes 
of comment: “The beautiful Valley of 


Grasse, in the south of France, has al- 
ways been the great source of supply 
of perfume for the world, and il has 
been almost the sole source of what has 
recently become fashion’s chief favorite, 
the violet. But Southern California is 
preparing to dispute the supreimacy of 
Grasse, and before long there will be in 
this region big perfume manufaclories 
which will endeavor to supply domestic 


consumption. There is not a plant or 
shrub grown for perfume in the 
Mediterranean region of France 
or Italy that does nol come 
to perfection in California. The 
entire list of plants grown to supply 


material for the perfumery of commerce 
grows already in this Stale, although 
none has been raised in quantities suil- 
able for that purpose. A French per- 
fumery company, combined with some 
American capilalisis, a few years ago 
outlined such an enlerprise, to be in- 
stalled on the big property Known as 
Baldwin's Ranch, but the scheme was 
abandoned. Several small industries of 
this sort are locaced in different parts 
of Southern California, and all are pay- 
ing well, although they are conducted 
on small scales. 
“Heretofore the only 
tracting the perfume 
been to cook them in beef fat, but a 
man in San Diego, who has been ex- 
perimenting with flowers and perfumes 
for a good many years, has siudied out 
a new method of collecting the sweet 
odors, by which he gets the fragrance 
without destroying the flower. He takes 
a glass funnel and heats (the thin end 
until it can be drawn out to a fine 
point. Then the funnel is filled with 
ice and placed on a retort stand, with 
the pointed end in a small glass bottle, 
whose neck it must not touch. Then 
the whole thing is carried into a green- 
house and placed among the flowers 
whose odors it is desired to collect. The 
vapor which rises from the flowers is 
filled with their fragrance, and as it 
meets the colder surface of the funnel 
it is condensed into drops on the outside 
of the glass and trickles down into the 
bottle. A large amount can be gath- 
ered in a surprisingly short time, and

‘of very strong quality, for it has been 





found that 90 per cent. of the contents 
of the bottle will be perfume. The rest 
is water. But this flower essence has 
to be treated with spirits of wine, or it 
will become sour. If this new method 
is found practicable on a large scale, it 
likely to revolutionize the perfume 
industry. For it would do away with 
all the combinations, with ambergris, 
now an essential ingredient of the finest 
extracts, and with those decoelions of 
orris, musk, bergamot and chemicals 
with which it is now necessary lo tone 
up the manufactured perfumes, and in- 
stead of these would give the pure fra- 
grance of the flower. 

“A French manufacturer of perfumes 
is making an investigation of the suit- 
ability of this region for his business, 
with the expectation of establishing a 
plant in Southern California. Some of 
those who are already in the business 
on a small seale expect to enlarge their 
plants, and all believe that within a 
few years this State will furnish a large 
part of the raw material used in this 
country in manufacturing perfumery, 
and especially that used in making vio- 
let perfumes. 

“Some local manufacturers are think- 
ing of enlarging their business by fol- 
lowing the French method of utilizing 
the waste of orange orchards. So far 
there has been no attempt to use any- 
thing from the orange groves of this 
Siate except the fruit, and the perfume 
makers think that an imporlant source 
of wealth has been neglected. The 
prunings of orange and lemon Lrees and 
all unripe fruit are distilled in France 
io produce’ ‘nerolipetitgrain,’ worth 
from $3 to $9 a pound, and all of Bu- 
rope’s supply of. this is not enough to 
the demand of the soapmakers. 
A good deal of orange oil is already 
made here and shipped to Eastern con- 
sumers, but as the orange flowers have 
Lo be picked from the trees in order to 
make the best perfume its manufacture 
interferes with the orange industry.” 

The above is on a par with almost 
everything of a_ technical character 
that appears in the daily press. There 
are a variety of reasons why California 
cannot compete with France in the 
making of perfumes. In the first place, 
the cost of labor is too high. About the 
cheapest is that of the Chinaman, who 
is paid $1 per day, and this is unskilled, 
but most of the Celestials soon learn 
thal they can’ do better as cooks at $80 
per month. In France skilled labor 
may be obtained for 20 to 25 cents per 
day, in the case of women and girls, 
and 40 cents in the case of men. The 
hours are from 6 a, m. to 6 p. m. Fur- 
thermore, there appears to be some- 
thing lacking in the climate of Califor- 
nia. Perfumes made there lack the 
bouquet of French perfumes, by reason, 
so it is claimed, of the almost entire 
absence of dew in the area devoted to 
the cultivation of the flowers. It is 
hardly to be expected that California 
could compete successfully in the mak- 
ing of geranium oil, for instance, with 
a French distiller, who has an acreage

of 10,000 in Algeria devoted exclusively 
(o the cullivation of the geranium 
plant, which grows three crops a year, 
the slalks being 8 feet, 6 feet and 3 
feet in height respectively. The essen- 
tial oil importers here recently received 
small samples of rose geranium oil 
made in California by a lady, which 
cost her $16 per pound. The import cost 
of the French is about $5. This is the 
most easily made of all of the essences. 

The process of extraction is prac- 
lically a back number. One very sim- 
ilar was patented some years ago, but 
was soon found to be useless in actual 
practice. In addition to the odor from 
ihe flowers, there was a streak of bug, 
worm and earth odor, which could not 
be eliminated. 

The writer of the article in question 
is a little mixed on the manufacture of 
oil of orange and nervlipetit grain. 
The latter is distilled from the twigs of 
he osage orange tree, which is indig- 
enous to South America. The oil of 
orange is distilled from orange peel, 
and not from the flowers, as the 
writer leads the reader to infer, 
Taken as a whole, the article contains 
little that is of value.

Liverpool, Dec. 31, 1897. 

As the year 1897 closes there is not 
much satisfaction to those engaged in 
the chemical trade in looking either 
backward or forward, and in these 
days of combinations and differential 
prices a review of the past, however 
careful it may be, will prove but a poor 
sort of guide for a future policy. There 
seems to be a_ glorious uncertainty 
ahead, which is in no wise mitigated 
by the present crisis in the far East. 
The general opinion here is that alkali, 
caustic soda and soda crystals will be 
fairly well sustained by powerful syn- 
dicates, while bleaching powder and 
chlorate of potash may fluctuate some- 
what, owing to competition.

@2.95¢e. for sail from store, and 2.87*c. 
for steamer. On the other hand con- 
sumers are all filled up, deliveries in 
December having been 19,000 bales, and 
some of the largest consumers have 
been reselling a portion of their con- 
tracts and seeking to postpone deliv- 
eries. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
demand has been restricted to the or- 
dinary wants of consumers, and the 
price remains at 1.65@2.25c., as to quan- 
tity and package. 

INDIGO.—The sales in Calcutta are 
still in progress, and about 45,000 
maunds have been sold. The shipments 
have been 6,678 chests, about 2,280 of 
Which are destined for America. The 
market has an easy tone, and some 
buyers here who recently contemplated 
purchasing in India have decided to 
wait, by reason of the lower prices 
which keep coming from India. 

W. Burge & Co. of Rotterdam have 
this to say under date of Jan. 4: “Prices 
of Java indigo have been steadily de- 
clining during the past year and 
reached their lowest point in Septem- 
ber and October. The fact that Java 
indigo had become cheaper than any 
other kind led to a very large business. 
The past week, however, the market 
was a little quieter, but we soon expect 
a revival, not only because still about 
1,700 chests of the last crop will shortly 
be brought into the market, but also be- 
cause prices are still very low. The 
actual stock amounts to 3,720 chests, 
against 2,510 chests on Dec. 31, 1896, but 
receipts were 3,200 chests more. We 
cannot yet give any particulars about 
the new crop. Some whole brands have 
been disposed of at prices far above 
Dutch parity. The reports upon the 
new crop are favorable. The produc- 
tion of the last crop has been about 804 
tons, against 680 tons in 1896, 604 tons in 
1895, 495 tons in 1894, 632 tons in 1893, 
638 tons in 1892, 711 tons in 1891 and 503 
tons in 1890.”

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Classification of Crude Oil of 
Camphor. 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for this circuit has affirmed 
a decision of the United States Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York affirming a decision of the United 


which affirmed a decision of the Col- 
lector at New York as to the rate of 
duty on crude oil of camphor under the 
act of Aug. 28, 1894. The suit is that of 
Dodge & Olcott against the United 
States. The opinion in the case was 
written by Judge Lacombe. It says in 
part: 

“The Board of Appraisers found that 
the ‘merchandise is camphor oil, some- 
times commercially known as heavy 
oil of camphor, and is the crude article 
from which refined camphor is dis- 
tilled.’ The evidence abundantly sus- 
tains this finding. The Collector classi- 
fied the importation for duty under 
paragraph 60, act of 1894, as a distilled 
oil. The importers protested, claiming 
free entry under paragraphs 429, 470 or 
558. It will be necessary to determine 
only the question whether the importa- 
tion is within the terms of either of 
these three paragraphs. If it be not, it 
is immaterial to inquire how otherwise 
it should be classified; the importer can 
be heard only in support of the claims 
specified in his protest. Paragraph 558 
refers to ‘moss, seaweed and vegetable 
substances, crude or unmanufactured, 
not otherwise specially provided for in 
this act.’ Paragraph 470 refers to 
‘drugs, such as barks, beans, etc.’ Para- 
graph 429 reads ‘camphor, crude.’ 
Whatever this importation be, it is cer- 
tainly not crude camphor. As ‘the judge 
who heard the case in the Circuit Court 
expressed it: ‘It comes with crude 
camphor from the tree, and is sepa- 
rated from the camphor crystals by 
drainage. * * * Camphor, crude, im- 
plies what may become camphor, re- 
fined. This, * * * although it may 
be called camphor oil because of its 
origin, contains no camphor, and can 
never become camphor. It is not, in 
fact, nor is called camphor, crude.’ ”’

Classification of Dead Oil 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals has affirmed the decision of 
the Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, reversing a decision 
of the Board of General Appraisers 
which affirmed ‘the action of the Col- 
lector at New York in classifying for 
duty certain dead oil imported by the 
Warren Chemical and Manufacturing 
Company under the act of 1894. Judge 
Lacombe wrote the opinion, which is in 
substance as follows: 

“The article in question is a product 
produced from coal tar by a process of 
distillation; it is generally known as 
‘dead oil’ and is sometimes called ‘tar 
oil’ and ‘creosote oil’ and ‘coal tar creo- 
sote.’ The Collector classified the im- 
portation under paragraph 60, act of 
1894, as a distilled oil, at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem. The importer protested, 
claiming free entry under paragraph 
443, which reads: ‘Coal ta®, crude, and 
all preparations except medicinal coal 
tar preparations and products of coal 
tar, not colors or dyes, not specially 
provided for in this act.’ 


“The Government contends. that 
‘products of coal tar’ are by the phrase- 
ology of this paragraph excepted from 
its operation. We do not so read the 
act. On the contrary, free entry is ac- 
corded to ‘coal tar, crude,’ and ‘all coal 
tar preparations, except medicinal coal 
tar preparations,’ and ‘products of coal 
tar, not colors or dyes.’ There is no 
dispute on the testimony that the arti- 
cle in question is one of the five prod- 
ucts of distillation of coal tar, and un- 
less it is shown to be specifically pro- 
vided for elsewhere is entitled to freé 
entry under paragraph 443. The only 
‘special provision’ relied upon by the 
appellant, the United States, is para- 
graph 60, it being contended that the 
article is therein referred to as a dis- 
tilled oil. The testimony, however, 
abundantly sustains the proposition 
(which, indeed, was conceded on the 
argument) that this ‘dead oil’ was not 
known commercially as a distilled oil, 
and the Government chemist testified 
that it would not be classified in chem- 
istry as a distilled oil.”
